Fluid  milk  prices  at  dealers'  buying,  home  and  store  levels  in  early  January 
were  unchanged  to  somewhat  lower,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Dealers1  "buy- 
ing prices  were  lower  in  23  markets,  one  in  about  every  J,  but  were  higher  in  12. 
Home  delivery  single  quart  prices  were  lower  in  20  markets  but  higher  in  10. 
Lower  prices  for  store  milk  were  reported  in  20  markets  for  quarts,  22  markets  for 
half -gallons  and  18  markets  for  gallons.    Store  prices  were  higher  in  lh  markets 
for  quarts,  13  markets  for  half -gallons ,  and  5  markets  for  gallon  jugs. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  about  l6o  markets  in  early  January 
averaged  $5*^9  per  hundredweight  —  3  cents  less  than  December  but  9  cents  more 
than  January  last  year.    Average  prices  were  lower  than  December  in  3  regions,  about 
the  same  in  3  regions,  and  higher  in  3-    The  most  important  difference  by  regions 
was  a  21-cent  drop  from  December  prices  in  New  England.    Compared  with  a  year 
earlier,  the  January  average  was  higher  in  all  regions  except  the  Pacific,  where 
it  was  1  cent  lower.    Increases  in  regional  averages  ranged  from  1  cent  per 
hundredweight  in  the  East  North  Central  to  26  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.  Other 
sizable  increases  were  22  cents  per  hundredweight  in  New  England,  15  cents  in 
both  the  West  North  Central  and  East  South  Central  and  12  cents  in  the  Middle 
Atlantic.    Other  increases  from  January  last  year  were  5  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  k  cents  in  the  Mountain  States. 

The  average  price  per  single  quart  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk 
delivered  to  homes  in  25  cities  was  27*5  cents  in  early  January  —  unchanged  from 
December  but  one-half  cent  higher  than  January  a  year  ago.    Increases  were  reported 
in  Pittsburgh  and  Jacksonville,  but  decreases  occurred  in  Boston  and  Hartford. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  8l  State  and  Federal  marketing  areas 
(preliminary)  in  November  declined  1  percent  from  October  but  were  3  percent 
higher  than  November  1962.     Cumulative  sales  of  whole  milk  for  the  first  11 
months  of  1963  were  2.3  percent  higher  than  the  same  period  of  1962.  October 
whole  milk  sales  for  this  group  of  areas  advanced  5  percent  from  September  and 
were  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  80  areas  during 
October  gained  6  percent  from  September  and  were  12  percent  greater  than  October 
1962.    Mixtures  of  milk  and  cream  sold  during  October  in  75  areas  averaged  k  per- 
cent above  September  on  a  daily  basis,  but  were  3  percent  less  than  October  a 
year  earlier.    Sales  of  other  fluid  cream  items  in  76  areas  were  3  percent  higher 
than  September  but  were  2  percent  lower  than  October  1962.    Average  daily  sales 
of  all  fluid  items  during  October  in  79  areas  were  5  percent  above  September  and 
3  percent  over  October  a  year  ago.    Producer  receipts  in  86  State  and  Federal 
marketing  areas  during  November  were  about  the  same  as  both  October  and  a  year 
earlier.    November  receipts  per  producer  averaged  797  pounds  per  day,  7  percent 
higher  than  November  1962.

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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  JANUARY  ±96h 

Beginning  with  this  issue,  the  format  of  Table  1  "Fluid  Milk  Market  Prices" 
is  revised  from  previous  reports.    This  is  the  first  change  in  the  make-up  of  this 
table  since  January  1958.    The  most  noticeable  change  is  the  elimination  of  the 
"creamline  or  regular"  quotation.    The  quantity  of  milk  sold  in  this  category  has 
been  decreasing  rapidly  in  recent  years,  and  the  number  of  markets  quoting  prices 
for  this  item  has  declined.    Increased  importance  is  given  to  prices  for  the  "most 
common  grade"  of  whole  milk  sold  out-of -stores  and  on  home  delivery  routes.  For 
store  sales,  emphasis  is  placed  on  prices  charged  by  major  independent  and  chain 
stores.    Prices  for  milk  sold  in  small  stores  offering  extra  services  are  not  shown 
if  the  quantities  represented  are  relatively  small.    The  result  is  a  narrower  range 
of  prices  for  some  markets.    However,  for  most  markets,  prices  are  on  a  comparable 
basis  with  those  reported  in  previous  months.    For  home  delivery,  there  is  more 
complete  reporting  of  the  most  common  price  discounts  for  quantity  delivery. 

New  England  dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  early  January  averaged 
$6.24  per  hundredweight  —  21  cents  less  than  December  but  22  cents  more  than  a 
year  earlier.    Except  in  Vermont,  where  dealer  prices  are  not  currently  determined, 
Class  I  prices  in  New  England  markets  were  21  to  22  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  in 
December.    Home  delivery  and  out-of -store  prices  in  Maine  were  one-half  cent  per 
quart  lower  with  some  half -gallons  at  stores  declining  3  cents.    Concord,  N.  H. 
consumer  prices  were  one -half  cent  below  a  month  earlier  but  prices  in  other  New 
Hampshire  markets  were  unchanged.    At  Bellows  Falls,  Vt.,  some  store  quarts  were 
down  1  cent,  while  half -gallons  were  2  cents  lower.    Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island 
home  delivery  and  out-of -store  prices  were  generally  down  one-half  cent  per  quart. 
Hartford  home  delivered  quarts  and  some  store  gallons  dropped  one-half  cent  per 
quart  but  prices  for  milk  in  other  containers  were  unchanged.    New  Haven  home  delivery 
quart  prices  were  off  one-half  cent  but  store  prices  were  the  same  as  December. 

frices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  averaged  $6.13  per 
hundredweight  in  early  January.    This  is  6  cents  less  than  December  but  12  cents 
above  January  1963*    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  federal  area  declined 
11  cents  per  hundredweight.    At  consumer  levels,  reported  prices  were  unchanged 
except  for  a  1-cent  reduction  in  store  half -gallons  at  Binghamton.    Buffalo  dealers' 
prices  were  unchanged  but  some  out-of -store  quarts  dropped  2  cents;  half -gallons 
were  off  5  to  6  cents  and  gallons  declined  as  much  as  10  to  11  cents.    At  Atlantic 
City,  declines  of  2  cents  for  some  home  delivered  quarts,  3  cents  for  all  store 
quarts  and  h  cents  for  half-gallons  were  reported.    Class  I  prices  for  this  market 
were  the  same  as  December.    In  Pennsylvania,  Class  I  prices  advanced  20  cents  per 
hundredweight  and  home  and  store  prices  rose  one-half  cent  per  quart  for  all  re- 
porting markets  except  Philadelphia,  where  they  were  unchanged. 

In  the  East  North  Central  Region,  milk  for  fluid  use  averaged  $4-58  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  January.    This  is  3  cents  higher  than  December  and  1  cent  above 
January  1963.    Class  I  prices  in  Akron,  Canton,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio  were  12  cents 
per  hundredweight  higher.    Store  half -gallon  and  gallon  prices  were  lower,  with  other 
prices  in  these  markets  unchanged.    Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  reported  a  1-cent  drop  in  home 
delivered  quarts  for  the  only  change  there.    Rockford,  HI.  recorded  some  declines 
in  store  prices  but  no  other  changes.    Rock  Island,  111.  home  and  store  quarts  and 
gallon  jugs  were  up  one-half  cent  per  quart  for  the  only  price  changes  in  the  market. 
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Milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  West  North  Central  States  in  early  January  averaged 
$4.40  per  hundredweight.    This  is  3  cents  over  December  and  15  cents  greater  than 
January  last  year.    In  Duluth  and  Superior,  Minn. -Wis.,  a  generally  downward  ad- 
justment in  store  prices  was  the  only  change  reported.    The  Greater  Kansas  City 
marketing  area  reported  a  13-cent-per-hundredweight  increase  in  Class  I  prices. 
Prices  in  the  metropolitan  portion  of  the^area  were  generally  up  a  cent.    In  Topeka, 
Kans.,  home  delivery  and  store  gallons  were  unchanged;  at  stores,  quart  prices  were 
down  and  half -gallon  prices  up  in  some  outlets-    Far  go -Moor  head,  N.D.-Minn.  home 
and  store  prices  were  up  a  cent.    Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not  currently 
determined.    Aberdeen,  S.  D.  store  quarts  were  up  a  cent;  Sioux  Palls,  S.  D.  store 
quarts  were  down  a  cent.    Other  reported  prices  in  "both  markets  were  at  December 
levels . 

South  Atlantic  Class  I  prices  in  early  January  averaged  $5*97  per  hundredweight 
3  cents  below  December  but  15  cents  above  January  1963*    Class  I  prices  in  Baltimore, 
Md.  dropped  8  cents  per  hundredweight.    Store  quarts  were  1  cent  higher  for  the  only 
other  price  change  in  the  market.    Charleston  and  Huntington,  W.  Va.  prices  declined 
11  cents  per  hundredweight.    Charleston  home  and  store  prices  have  not  been  reported 
but  Huntington  store  price  levels  are  somewhat  lower.    Half -gallons  in  Greenville, 
S.  C  were  2  cents  below  December  for  the  only  reported  price  change  in  the  market. 
Store  half -gallons  in  the  Augusta,  Columbus,  and  Macon,  Ga.  markets  increased  2  cents 
other  prices  in  these  markets  were  unchanged.    The  only  price  changes  recorded  in 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  were  a  1  to  2 -cent  advance  in  home  delivered  quarts  and  a 
1  to  ij-cent  drop  in  store  half-gallons.    Tampa,  Fla.  store  half -gallons  and  gallons 
were  somewhat  higher  in  price  for  the  only  reported  change  in  that  market. 

Early  January  fluid  use  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  Region  averaged  $5*50 
per  hundredweight  —  up  1  cent  from  December  and  15  cents  from  January  last  year. 
The  only  reported  price  change  at  Paducah,  Ky.  was  a  1-cent  drop  in  half -gallons  at 
some  store  outlets.    Khoxville,  Term,  store  prices  showed  both  upward  and  downward 
adjustments.    Quarts  at  both  homes  and  stores  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  were  up  a  cent. 
Other  prices  in  both  of  these  markets  were  the  same  as  December.    In  Alabama, 
Birmingham  home  and  store  prices  were  a  half  to  a  cent  lower,  while  Mobile  prices 
advanced  a  half  to  a  cent  a  quart.    Class  I  prices  in  both  markets  were  unchanged. 

West  South  Central  fluid  use  prices  in  early  January  averaged  $5 '68  per  hundred- 
weight --  unchanged  from  December  but  26  cents  higher  than  January  last  year.  No 
home  and  store  price  changes  were  reported. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  Mountain  State  markets  averaged 
$5*31  per  hundredweight.  This  is  unchanged  from  last  month  but  k  cents  above 

January  1963*    Store  half -gallons  were  2  cents  higher  for  the  only  sizable  reported 
price  change  in  the  market.    A  2-cent  decrease  in  gallon  jug  prices  in  some  stores 
was  the  only  reported  price  change  in  Tucson,  Ariz. 

Early  January  Pacific  Coast  Class  I  prices  averaged  $5*31  per  hundredweight  — 
unchanged  from  December  and  1  cent  lower  than  January  a  year  earlier.  No  important 
change  in  prices  at  home  and  store  levels  was  reported  in  the  region.

Sales  of  whole  milk  in  November  3  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier 

November  average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  7  State  and 
7ii  Federal  marketing  areas  averaged  92.9  million  pounds.    This  is  a  decrease  of 
1  percent  from  the  9k. 3  million  pounds  reported  for  October,  but  is  3  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Combined  sales  in  the  January -November  period  in 
these  markets  were  2.U  percent  above  the  corresponding  period  of  1962. 

October  sales  of  whole  milk  up  3  percent 

"Whole  milk  sales  during  October  gained  5  percent  from  September  on  a  daily 
basis  and  were  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier  in  the  81  marketing  areas.    Of  the 
US  market  groups  shown,  combined  sales  in  the  January-October  period  were  above 
a  year  earlier  in  38.    Total  sales  reflect  an  advance  for  the  10-month  period  of 
2.3  percent  from  the  same  period  in  1962.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  October 
whole  milk  sales,  at  33k  percent,  compares  with  3.$k  percent  in  September  and 
3.57  percent  in  October  1962. 

Skim  milk  sales  up  12  percent  from  a  year  earlier  in  October 

October  average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  80  marketing  areas  were 
6  percent  larger  than  September  and  were  12  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 
Except  for  declines  in  the  Springfield-Worcester,  Appalachian,  and  Southeastern 
Florida  marketing  area  groupings,  all  show  gains  over  year  earlier  sales.  Cumu- 
lative sales  in  the  January-October  period  were  8.8  percent  above  the  comparable 
1962  period.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  October  skim  milk  sales  was  1.27  percent, 
unchanged  from  September,  compared  with  1.21  percent  a  year  earlier. 

October  milk  and  cream  mixtures  sales  down  3  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  75  marketing  areas  were 
up  k  percent  from  the  previous  month  but  were  3  percent  less  than  in  October  1962. 
Cumulative  sales  in  the  January-October  period  were  1  percent  less  than  in  the 
similar  period  of  1962.    Marketing  area  groupings  with  reductions  in  sales  of  more 
than  5  percent  were:    Rochester,  Five  Iowa  areas;  Two  South  Dakota ;  the  Three 
Kansas  areas;  North  Texas;  Great  Basin  of  Utah;  and  Puget  Sound.    The  average 
milkfat  test  of  October  sales  of  mixtures  was  11.8  percent,  the  same  as  the  pre- 
vious month  and  a  year  earlier. 

Fluid  cream  sales  reduced  2  percent  from  October  1962 

Sales  of  fluid  cream  products  in  76  marketing  areas  during  October  advanced 
3  percent  from  the  previous  month  but  were  2  percent  less  than  the  same  month  of 
1962.    Total  sales  in  the  January-October  period  in  these  markets  were  2  percent 
below  the  corresponding  period  of  1962.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  October  cream 
sales  was  23.0  percent  compared  with  22.8  in  September  and  22.9  a  year  earlier.

Total  fluid  product  sales  in  October  up  3  percent 

Sales  of  all  fluid  products  during  October  in  79  marketing  areas  increased  5  percent  from  September 
on  an  average  daily  basis  and  were  also  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Only  2  market  area  groupings, 
the  two  South  Dakota  areas  and  the  two  Louisiana  areas,  showed  lower  sales  than  in  the  same  month  of  last 
year.    Total  sales  in  the  January-October  period  for  the  entire  group  of  markets  were  2.8  percent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    Area  groupings  showing  a  decline  in  total  sales  on  this  basis  from  a  year  earlier 
were  Boston,  the  Springfield-Worcester,  and  Puget  Sound.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  total  fluid  product 
sales  in  October  was  3.58  percent  compared  with  3.58  in  September  and  3. 61  in  October  1962. 

Producer  receipts  in  November  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier 

November  producer  receipts  in  86  State  and  Federal  marketing  areas  averaged  about  the  same  as  both 
the  previous  month  and  the  same  month  of  last  year,  when  calculated  on  a  daily  basis.     At  797  pounds  per 
day,  receipts  per  producer  were  7  percent  more  than  in  November  1962. 

United  States  December  milk  production  reduced  1  percent 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  at  9.7  billion  pounds  in  December  was  about  1  percent  less  than 
in  the  same  month  of  1962.     It  was  2  percent  more  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.     On  a  daily  basis, 
December  output  was  2  percent  higher  than  in  November,  which  is  the  same  gain  as  a  year  earlier.  Production 
per  capita  in  December  was  I.6I4  pounds  compared  with  1.68  pounds  in  the  same  month  of  1962.

CURRENT  SERIAL  .UoORDS 

In  early  February,  dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  and  home  delivery 
and  out -of- store  prices  were  unchanged  to  slightly  lover  than  January,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.    Lower  dealers'  buying  prices  were  reported  in  2k  markets, 
1  out  of  about  every  7;  there  were  no  reported  increases.    Consumer  prices  for 
home  delivery  were  lower  in  12  markets  but  higher  in  3«    The  number  of  markets 
showing  changes  in  out -of -store  prices  were:    quarts,  up  in  7  "but  down  in  10; 
half -gallons  higher  in  12  but  lower  in  13;  gallons  increased  in  3  "but  decreased 
in  7- 

The  average  price  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid-use  milk  in  about  160  markets 
during  early  February  was  $5 >k2  per  hundredweight.    This  is  6  cents  less  than 
January  but  6  cents  more  than  February  19&3*    By  regions,  average  prices  were 
down  in  5>  unchanged  in  2,  and  up  in  2.    Important  regional  decreases  were  in 
New  England,  where  average  prices  were  down  22  cents  per  hundredweight,  and  in 
the  Middle  Atlantic  area  where  the  average  was  11  cents  lower.    In  comparison 
with  a  year  earlier,  6  regional  averages  increased,  2  were  unchanged,  and  1  declined. 
Significant  gains  were  as  follows:    West  South  Central  Region,  20  cents  per  hundred- 
weight; East  South  Central,  16  cents;  West  North  Central,  13  cents,  and  Middle 
Atlantic,  12  cents. 

The  average  price  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in  25  major  cities 
per  single  quart  was  27 •  5  cents  in  early  February  --  unchanged  from  January  but 
one-half  cent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Half -gallons  sold  out  of  stores  in  early 
February  averaged  k6.k  cents  for  these  25  cities.    This  is  one-tenth  of  a  cent 
more  than  January  and  0.5  cent  above  the  same  month  of  last  year. 


Preliminary  sales  of  whole  milk  in  8l  marketing  areas  (7  State  and  7^  Federal) 
during  December  averaged  89*3  million  pounds  daily  --if  percent  under  November  but 
3  percent  over  December  a  year  ago.    November  whole  milk  sales  declined  2  percent 
from  October  but  were  2  percent  over  November  1962.    In  80  of  these  areas,  skim 
milk  sales  in  November  were  1  percent  below  October  but  13  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.    Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  in  75  areas  during  November  were  k  percent 
higher  than  October  but  2  percent  lower  than  November  1962 .   November  fluid  cream 
sales  increased  2k  percent  from  October  and  were  1  percent  greater  than  the  same 
month  a  year  ago.    Sales  of  all  fluid  products  in  76  markets  for  November  were 
at  about  the  same  level  as  October  but  were  3  percent  larger  than  November  1962. 
Receipts  from  producers  in  85  marketing  areas  during  December  were  fractionally 
higher  than  December  1962.    Receipts  per  producer,  averaging  822  pounds  per  day, 
were  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  FEBRUARY  196U 


Dealers'  buying  prices  in  New  England  averaged  $6.02  per  hundredweight  in 
early  February.    This  is  22  cents  less  than  January  but  the  same  as  a  year  earlier. 
February  fluid-use  milk  prices  in  the  New  England  markets  reported  averaged  22 
cents  below  the  previous  month.    Consumer  prices  for  home  delivery  and  store  pur- 
chases of  milk  in  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  markets  were  generally  off  one-half  cent 
per  quart.    Burlington,  Vt.  home  delivery  and  out-of -store  prices  were  1  cent  per 
quart  lower.    In  Vermont,  Class  I  prices  are  not  currently  determined.     In  Spring- 
field, Mass.,  out-of -store  half -gallons  were  up  2  to  3« cents,  but  gallons  declined 
2  cents  in  some  stores.    Rhode  Island  home  delivery  quarts  were  reported  one-half 
cent  below  a  month  earlier  in  some  places  and  store  quarts  were  generally  down  one- 
half  cent.    Store  half -gallons  and  gallons  were  the  same  price  as  January.  Hart- 
ford, Conn,  home  delivery  prices  were  reported  the  same  as  a  month  ago  but  out-of- 
store  quarts  declined  one-half  cent,  while  half -gallons  were  1  cent  lower  to  3 
cents  higher,  and  gallons  down  2  cents. 

Fluid-use  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  Region  in  early  February, 
averaged  $6.01  per  hundredweight,  down  11  cents  from  the  previous  month  but  up  12- 
cents  from  a  year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  Federal  Order 
market  were  17  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  than  in  January  but  elsewhere  in  the 
region  they  were  unchanged.    In  the  New  York  Metropolitan  area,  home  delivery 
prices  were  the  same  as  a  month  earlier  but  out-of -store  quarts  ranged  from  a  cent 
higher  to  one-half  cent  lower,  and  half -gallons  averaged  one  cent  less,  while 
some  gallons  were  off  7  cents.    Consumer  prices  in  all  other  markets  were  un- 
changed. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  Class  I  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  in 
early  February  averaged  $!u53  per  hundredweight  —  k  cents  less  than  a  month 
earlier  but  unchanged  from  February  1963.    Akron,  Canton,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio 
dealers1  prices  were  down  11  cents  per  hundredweight.    Home  delivery  prices  in 
these  markets  remained  the  same  as  in  January,  while  at  stores  quarts  gained  1  to 
2  cents  and  half -gallons,  2  or  more  cents.    Class  I  prices  in  southern  Michigan 
markets  were  10  cents  per  hundredweight  less  than  January.    At  Grand  Rapids, 
some  store  quarts  were  up  2  cents,  while  half -gallon  prices  increased  8  to  9  cents. 
Prices  of  half-gallons  out  of  Kalamazoo  area  stores  ranged  from  gains  of  2  cents 
to  declines  of  h  cents.    Other  prices  in  Southern  Michigan  were  unchanged.  Milwa- 
kee  Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged  but  some  store  half-gallons 
and  all  gallons  were  2  cents  higher. 

Prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  the  "West  North  Central  Region  in  early  February 
averaged  $1|.3$  per  hundredweight  —  2  cents  less  than  last  month,  but  13  cents 
more  than  a  year  earlier.    Bemidji,  Minn,  prices  for  home  and  store  quarts  in- 
creased 1  cent  and  store  half -gallons  1  to  2  cents,  with  other  reported  prices 
unchanged.    Burlington,  Iowa  store  half -gallons  were  3  cents  above  January  in 
some  places.    St.  Louis,  Mo.  prices  for  store  gallons  gained  k  cents  but  other 
other  prices  were  unchanged.    Kansas  City,  Kans.  prices  were  unchanged  except 
for  store  half -gallons,  which  were  down  3  cents.    Topeka,  Kans.  store  quarts 
were  a  cent  higher  in  some  outlets,  but  half -gallons  were  unchanged  in  some  places 
and  5  cents  less  in  others. 
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In  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $5. 9k  cents 
per  hundredweight  —  2  cents  less  than  last  month  but  5  cents  more  than  in 
February  1963.    Greenville ,  S.  C.  store  half -gallons  were  reported  up  2  cents 
for  the  only  reported  change  in  the  market.    Half -gallons  out  of  stores  in  the 
Augusta-Columbus -Macon,  Ga.  area  declined  2  cents  with  other  prices  the  same  as 
January.    Jacksonville,  Fla.  quarts  delivered  to  homes  were  in  some  cases  2  cents 
higher;  other  prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged.    Tampa  home  delivery  quarts 
were  reduced  h  cents,  while  store  quarts  were  down  6  cents,  half -gallons  12  cents, 
and  gallons  10  cents.    Class  I  prices  in  this  market  have  not  been  reported. 

In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  dealers '  buying  prices  at  an  average  of 
$5.51  per  hundredweight  in  early  February  were  1  cent  more  than  January  and  16 
cents  above  a  year  earlier.    There  were  no  important  changes  reported  in  consumer 
prices  in  the  region. 

Dealers1  buying  prices  in  the  West  South  Central  Region  averaged  $5.69  per 
hundredweight  in  early  February  —  equal  to  the  January  price  but  20  cents  more 
than  a  year  earlier.    Shreveport,  La.  dealer  buying  prices  were  unchanged,  but 
home  delivered  quarts  and  store  half -gallons  were  down  1  cent;  gallons  at  stores 
were  3  cents  higher,    Oklahoma  City,  Okla.  reported  some  home  delivery  quarts  had 
increased  1  cent.    Other  prices  in  this  market  were  at  January  levels. 

In  the  Mountain  Region,  dealers'  average  buying  prices  at  $5.32  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  February  were"  up  1  cent  from  January  and  6  cents  above  a  year 
earlier.    Albuquerque,  N.  Mex.  quarts  sold  out  of  stores  were  3  cents  below  the 
previous  month.    No  'other  price- changes  were  reported  in  this  region. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  Pacific  Coast  Region,  at  $5.31  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  February,  were  the  same  as  January  but  1  cent  below  a  year  earlier. 
Except  for  a  3-cent  reduction  in  store  half -gallons  in  Everett,  Wash.,  no  other 
important  changes  in  prices  were  reported  for  this  region.

December  sales  of  whole  milk  gain  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  8l  marketing  areas  (7  State  and  jh  Federal) 
in  December,  on  a  preliminary  basis,  averaged  89.3  million  pounds .    This  is  k  per- 
cent less  than  November  hut  3  percent  more  than  December  1962. 

November  whole  milk  sales  increase  2  percent 

Whole  milk  sales  during  November  in  these  8l  marketing  areas  were  2  percent 
under  October  but  showed  an  increase  of  2  percent  over  November  1962.    The  average 
milkfat  test  of  November  sales  was  3*54  percent  compared  with  3* 5^  percent  in 
October  and  3»56  percent  in  November  1962. 

Skim  milk  sales  13  percent  higher  than  November  1962 

Sales  of  skim  milk  items  during  November  in  80  markets  were  1  percent  less  than 
October  but  13  percent  more  than  November  1962.    Of  the  hk  market  groupings  shown, 
November  sales  were  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  but  two.    The  average  milkfat 
test  of  November  sales,  at  1.28  percent,  compares  with  1.27  percent  in  October  and 

I.  23  percent  in  November  a  year  ago. 

Mixture  sales  in  November  decline  2  percent 

November  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures,  on  an  average  daily  basis,  in  75 
marketing  areas  increased  k  percent  from  October  but  were  2  percent  less  than  a 
year  earlier.    The  November  average  butterfat  test  of  sales  for  this  item,  at 

II.  8  percent,  was  unchanged  from  both  the  previous  month  and  November  1962. 

Fluid  cream  product  sales  up  1  percent  from  November  1962 

November  average  daily  sales  of  other  fluid  cream  products  in  J 6  marketing 
areas  were  1  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.     With  more  than  usual  October  to 
November  increase,  sales  gained  2k  percent  from  October.    The  average  milkfat  test 
of  November  sales  was  24.5  percent,  compared  with  23*0  percent  in  October  and 
24.3  percent  in  November  1962. 

Gain  in  total  product  sales  is  3  percent 

Total  fluid  product  sales  during  November  were  unchanged  from  October  on  a 
daily  basis  but  were  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    The  average  milkfat  test 
of  November  sales,  at  3* 64  percent,  compares  with  3- 58  percent  in  October  and 
3.68  percent  in  November  a  year  ago. 

Receipts  from  producers  in  December  slightly  higher 

December  receipts  from  producers  in  85  marketing  areas  (79  Federal  and  6  State) 
were  fractionally  greater  than  December  19&3*    Receipts  per  producer  during  December, 
at  822  pounds  per  day,  were  7  percent  over  a  year  earlier. 

January  milk  production  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier 

Production  of  milk  in  the  United  States  during  January  is  estimated  at 
10.1  billion  pounds  —  k  percent  higher  than  December  but  about  the  same  as 
January  1963*    Compared  with  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month,  January  production 
was  2  percent  greater.    Per  person,  production  in  January  averaged  I.70  pounds 
daily.    This  compares  with  1.73  pounds  per  person  a  year  earlier.

ANNUAL  SUMMARY:    PRICES  AND  RECEIPTS,  I963 


Dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  down  k  cents  in  1963 

Prices  of  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  during  1963  averaged  $5.31  per  hundredweight,  k  cents  lower 
than  in  1962.    Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  prices  were  lower  in  each  of  the  first  9  months  of  the  year. 
Beginning  in  January,  when  the  average  was  8  cents  below  the  previous  year,  the  difference  increased  to 
13  cents  in  March.    The  average  was  3  cents  per  hundredweight  under  the  same  month  in  1962  for  July 
through  September.    Monthly  average  prices  were  about  the  same  as  in  1962  for  October  but  higher  for 
November  and  December,    By  regions,  1963  averages  were  lower  in  1|,  with  decreases  ranging  from  h  cents  per 
hundredweight  on  the  Pacific  Coast  to  9  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  East  North  Central.     Increases  by 
regions  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  Mountain  States  to  12  cents  in  the  West  South  Central. 

Home  and  store  prices  higher  in  1963 

The  average  price  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  cities  during  1963 
was  27.1  cents  per  single  quart.    This  is  two-tenths  of  a  cent  higher  than  the  average  for- 1962.  Prices 
quoted  for  this  unit  do  not  allow  for  discounts  for  quantity  delivery.    Annual  averages  were  higher  in  12 
of  the  25  markets.    In  9  markets,  averages  were  about  the  same  as  in  1962,  but  were  lower  in  h  markets. 
Prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  milk  out  of  stores  in  half -gallon  containers  in  25  cities  during  1963 
averaged  U5.8  cents  —  two-tenths  of  a  cent  more  than  in  1962.    Higher  averages  than  a  year  earlier  were 
reported  in  12  markets.    Averages  were  about  the  same  in  I4  markets,  but  lower  in  9. 

Upward  trend  in  receipts  continued  in  1963 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  during  1963  in  86  marketing  areas  (6  State  and  80  Federal)  averaged 
151.7  million  pounds  per  day.    This  is  2  percent  higher  than  in  1962.    The  average  number  of  producers 
during  the  year  was  181;, 000  —  6  percent  lower  than  in  1962.    Receipts  per  producer  averaged  826  pounds  per 
day,  8  percent  more  than  the  previous  year.

Price's  for  milk  at  both  dealers'  "buying  and  home  and  store  levels  showed  mixed 
changes  in  early  March,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Lower  prices  for  fluid 
use  milk  were  reported  in  27  markets  or  1  in  about  avery  6;    higher  prices  were  re- 
ported in  6.    Changes  in  home  delivery  prices  were  reported  in  only  5  markets:  down 
in  3  and.  up  in  2.    Higher  store  prices  were  reported,  in  7  markets  for  quarts,  10 
markets  for  half -gal Tons  and  19  for  gallons.    Lower  prices  for  milk  sold  out  of 
stores  were  reported  in  the  following  number  of  markets:    quarts,  k;  half -gallons, 
5;  and  gallon  jugs,  7» 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  March  averaged 
$5«3^  per  hundredweight  —  9  cents  less  than  February  but  6  cents  more  than  March 
last  year.    The  average  this  month  is  lower  than  February  in  7  of  the  9  regions; 
the  declines  ranging  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  North  Central  and 
Mountain  Regions  to  19  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    The  average  in  March  is 
higher  than  March  a  year  ago  in  all  regions  except  the  East  North  Central  and 
Pacific;  each  of  which  is  1  cent  per  hundredweight  lower.    The  increases  from  last 
March  range  from  5  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  to  22 
cents  in  New  England.    Other  increases  per  hundredweight  are:  West  South  Central 
Region,  18  cents;  West  North  Central,  Ik  cents;  East  South  Central,  13  cents; 
South  Atlantic,  12  cents;  and  Mountain,  7  cents. 


Prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major 
cities  in  early  March  averaged  27*5  cents  per  single  quart.    This  is  unchanged  from 
February  but  six-tenths  of  a  cent  higher  than  March  last  year.    The  average  this 
month  is  1.3  cents  higher  than  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month.    The  average  price 
for  half -gallons  sold  out  of  stores  in  these  25  cities  in  early  March  was  46.5  cents 
per  quart.    This  is  0.1  cent  below  February  and  0.9  cent  less  than  March  1963* 
Compared  with  the  1958-62  March  average,  the  half -gallon  price  this  month  is  0.6 
cent  higher. 

Whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  during  January  in  8l  marketing  areas  (7  State 
and  7^-  Federal)  were  7  percent  above  December  (average  daily)  and  2  percent  larger 
than  January  a  year  ago.    December  sales  in  these  8l  areas  declined  k  percent  from 
November  but  were  2  percent  higher  than  December  1962.    Sales  of  skim  milk  in  80 
areas  decreased  6  percent  from  November  to  December  but  were  11  percent  over  a  year 
earlier.    Mixtures  of  milk  and  cream  (half-and-half)  sold  during  December  in  75 
areas  at  a  daily  rate  1  percent  lower  than  November  and  k  percent  under  December 
1962.    Other  cream  item  sales  in  76  areas  during  December  (average  daily)  increased 
7  percent  from  November  but  were  5  percent  below  December  a  year  ago.    Total  sales 
of  fluid  products  in  79  areas  were  down  k  percent  from  November  but  were  3  percent 
higher  than  December  I962.    January  receipts  from  producers  in  85  marketing  areas  were 
2  percent  greater  than  January  1963-    Receipts  per  producer  during  January  averaged 
862  pounds,  8  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.

Dealers'  buying  prices  in  New  England  in  early  March  averaged  $6.02  per 
hundredweight  —  unchanged  from  February  but  22  cents  more  than  March  a  year 
ago.    Class  I  and  home  and  store  prices  were  the  same  as  February  in  all  re- 
porting markets  of  the  region.    Vermont  dealer  prices  are  not  currently  deter- 
mined. 

Middle  Atlantic  Region  fluid  use  prices  in  early  March,  at  $5.8$  per 
hundredweight,  were  16  cents  lower  than  a  month  earlier  but  5  cents  higher  than 
March  1963.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  marketing  ares  declined 
11  cents  per  hundredweight  from  February.    Reported  consumer  prices  in  all  por- 
tions of  the  area  were  unchanged  from  the  previous  month.    Class  I  prices  in  all 
the  Southern  New  Jersey  marksts  reporting  advanced  15>  cents  per  hundredweight 
from  February  but  home  delivery  and  out-of-store  prices  remained  at  February 
levels.    Class  I  prices  in  Philadelphia  dropped  68  cents  per  hundredweight  and 
home  delivery  and  out-of-store  prices  were  1  cent  per  quart  lower. 

Class  I  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  averaged 
$l;.5l  per  hundreweight  in  early  March,  one  cent  less  than  both  the  previous 
month  and  a  year  earlier.    Dealers'  buying  prices  in  Columbus,  Ohio  were  reduced 
15  cents  per  hundredweight  from  early  February  but  consumer  prices  were  unchanged. 
Dayton,  Ohio  Class  I  prices,  were  down  slightly  and  half -gallons  sold  out  of  stores 
were,  in  some  cases,  reduced  as  much  as  k  cents  for  the  only  price  changes  in  the 
market.    Toledo,  Ohio  dealers '  buying  prices  are  not  currently  determined  but 
half -gallons  were  2  cents  less  in  some  stores.    Alton,  111.  Class  I  prices  declined 
25  cents  per  hundredweight;  home  and  store. prices  in  this  market  were  not  com- 
pletely reported.    Rock  Island,  111,  Class  I  prices  were  off  21  cents  per  hundred- 
weight but  other  prices  were  the  same  as  tie  previous  month.    At  Grand  Rapids,  Mich, 
some  home  delivery  and  Class  I  prices  were  unchanged  but  store  quarts  were  one 
cent  lower.    Marquette,  Mich,  dealers'  buying  prices  were  down  21  cents  per 
hundredweight  and  some  out  of  store  quarts  and  half-gallons  were  1  cent  per  unit 
lower.    Beloit,  Wis.,  Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  were  at  February  levels 
but  out-of-store  gallon  prices  rose  6  cents  in  some  cases.    Green  Bay,  Wis. 
dealers '  buying  prices  were  20  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  but  other  prices 
were  at  February  levels.    Milwaukee  and  Madison,  Wis.  Class  I  prices  increased 
20  cents  per  hundredweight  and  consumer  prices  at  Madison  were  1  cent  per  quart 
higher. 

In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  dealers'  average  buying  prices  in  early 
March,  averaging  $U.30  per  hundredweight,  were  8  cents  below  the  previous  month 
but  lit  cents  above  a  year  earlier.    Des  Moines  and  Ft.  Dodge,  Iowa  Class  I  prices 
in  early  March  were  each  21  cents  per  hundredweight' lower,  with  other  prices  in 
these  markets  unchanged.    St%  Louis  and  Springfield,  Mo.  Class  I  prices  were  both 
25  cents  per  hundredweight  lower;  no  home  and  store  price  changes  were  reported 
in  either  market.    Lincoln,  Nebr.  store  gallons  were  down  2  cents  but  other  prices 
were  unchanged.    Topeka,  Kans.  dealers'  buying  prices  were  practically  unchanged 
but  home  delivered  quarts  were  1  cent  less  and  store  gallons  were  off  2  cents. 
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Early  March  dealer  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  averaged  $5.86  per 
hundredweight  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  —  8  cents  less  than  last  month  but 
12  cents  more  than  a  year  earlier.    The  Wilmington,  Del.,  Class  I  price  gained

to  6  cents  and  some  gallons  6  cents;  other  price-  changes  in  this  market  were 
not  reported. 

Class  I  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  East  South  Central  Region  averaged 
$5.1*2  per  hundredweight  in  early  March  —  7  cents  less  than  last  month  but  13 
cents  more  than  a  year  earlier.    At  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  some  store  half-gallons 
advanced  k  cents  while  gallons  declined  2  cents  in  some  stores.    Class  I  prices 
in  this  market  were  the  same  as  February.    Memphis,  Tenn.  Class  I  prices  were 
38  cents  under  February  but  store  half-gallons  were  up  2  to  3  cents  and  gallons 
up  5  to  6  cents. 

West  South  Central  Region  prices  paid  by  dealers,  at  $5.50  per  hundredweight, 
were  1°  cents  below  February  but  18  cents  above  a  year  earlier.    Little  Rock,  Ark. 
Class  I  prices  were  off  38  cents  but  store  half -gallons  gained  2  cents.  Shreve- 
port,  La.  store  quarts  were  up  1  cent;  Class  I  prices  were  unchanged.  Tulsa, 
Okla,  dealers  1  buying  prices  were  lk  cents  less  than  February  but  store  half-gallons 
advanced  1  cent.    Austin  and  Dallas,  Tex.  Class  I  prices  dropped  kO  and  1)1  cents, 
respectively,  while  store  prices  were  up  to  1  cent  per  quart  higher.    El  Paso,  Tex. 
fluid  use  prices  were  32  cents  lower;  some  store  half-gallons  declined  2  cents. 

Mountain  Region  dealers'  average  buying  prices  at  $5.31  per  hundredweight, 
were  1  cent  less  than  February  but  7  cents  more  than  in  March  last  year.  At 
Albuquerque,  N.  Mex.,  fluid  use  prices  declined  32  cents  but  out  of  store  quarts 
and  half-gallons  advanced  2  cents  for  the  only  other  reported  changes  in  the  area. 

Average  dealer  buying  prices  in  the  Pacific  Region,  at  $5.31  per  hundred- 
weight, in  early  March  were  the  same  as  in  February  but  1  cent  less  than  a  year 
earlier.    There  were  no  significant  reported  changes  in  any  markets  of  this 
region.

"Whole  milk  sales  during  January  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier 

January  whole  milk  sales  in  81  marketing  areas  (7  State  and  7h  Federal), 
at  95.3  million  pounds  daily,  were  7  percent  larger  than  December  and  2  percent 
above  the  93.2  million  pounds  daily  in  January  1963. 

December  sales  of  whole  milk  increase  2  percent 

"Whole  milk  sales  during  December  1963  in  81  areas  (average  daily)  were  h 
percent  less  than  November  but  were  2  percent  more  than  in  December  1962.  Total 
sales  for  1963  in  these  markets  were  2.3  percent  higher  than  in  1962. 

Skim  milk  sales  for  December  11  percent  above  1962 

December  1963  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  80  areas  were  6  percent  under 
November  but  11  percent  above  December  1962.    Sales  for  the  entire  year  of  1963 
were  9  percent  higher  than  the  1962  total. 

December  half-and-half  sales  down  h  percent 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  during  December  in  75 
marketing  areas  were  1  percent  less  than  November  and  h  percent  below  a  year 
earlier.    Total  sales  for  1963  in  these  markets  were  2  percent  less  than  the 
previous  year. 

Fluid  cream  sales  during  December  5  percent  below  a  year  earlier 

December  average  daily  sales  of  other  fluid  cream  products  in  76  marketing 
areas  were  7  percent  more  than  November  but  5  percent  less  than  December  a  year 
earlier.    Sales  for  1963  as  a  whole  were  2  percent  lower  than  in  1962. 

Sales  of  all  fluid  products  up  3  percent  in  December 

Total  fluid  product  sales  in  79  marketing  areas  were  h  percent  below 
November  on  an  average  daily  basis,  but  3  percent  above  December  1962.    For  the 
year  1963,  sales  of  all  products  in  these  areas  were  3  percent  more  than  in  1962. 

Producer  receipts  in  January  2  percent  over  last  year 

Receipts  from  producers  during  January  were  2  percent  higher  than  January 
a  year  ago.    Receipts  per  producers,  at  862  pounds  for  the  month,  were  8  percent 
above  January  last  year. 

February  milk  production  h  percent  above  a  year  earlier 

United  States  milk  production  in  February  is  estimated  at  9.8  billion 
pounds,  h  percent  above  both  February  1963  and  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month. 
The  extra  day  in  February  (leap  year)  accounts  for  most  of  the  higher  production 
for  the  month  in  comparison  with  a  year  earlier.    Relative  to  population,  milk 
production  amounted  to  1.78  pounds  per  person  daily,  compared  with  1.80  pounds 
in  February  a  year  ago.

Sales  of  all  whole  milk  products  except  yogurt  during  1963  in  the  State  and  Federal  areas  report- 
ing were  slightly  higher  than  1962;  yogurt  increased  sharply   Skim  milk  product  sales  advanced  substantial 
for  all  items  except  buttermilk.    Sales  were  slightly  lower  for  most  cream  items;  light  cream  dropped  in 
sales  while  sour  cream  increased  somewhat.    The  whole  milk  sales  reported  cover  8l  areas;     skim  milk  sales 
are  for  80  areas,  cream  for  76. 

Plain  whole  milk  sales  advanced  2  percent  from  1962  to  1963.    Yogurt  sales  increased  13  percent  and 
flavored  whole  milk  was  up  12  percent.    Sales  of  all  skim  milk  products  were  higher;    flavored,  10  percent 
plain,  11  percent  and  with  solids  added,  lU  percent.    Buttermilk  sales  were  at  about  the  same  level  as  the 
previous  year.    Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  during  1963  decreased  2  percent  and  eggnog  takings  were 
down  3  percent.    Sales  of  light  cream  dropped  12  percent.    Sour  cream  sales  in  1963  were  8  percent  above 
the  previous  year,  for  heavy  cream,  sales  were  2  percent  less.

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SUMMARY  APril  17'  1964 

Fluid  milk  prices  in  about  160  markets  in  early  April  were  generally  lower  at 
both  dealers1  purchasing  and  home  and  store  levels,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports. 
Dealers'  buying  prices  were  lower  in  5U  markets  or  1  in  about  every  3;  they  were 
higher  in  3  markets.    Home  delivery  prices  were  lower  in  27  markets  but  higher  in  6.  The 
following  differences  in  prices  of  milk  sold  out  of  stores  were  reported:    quarts  - 
26  markets  lower,  5  markets  higher ;  half-gallons  -  28  markets  down,  2  markets  upj 
and  gallons  -  19  markets  lower,  8  markets  higher. 

Dealers  '  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  early  April  averaged  $5.1 8  per  hundred- 
weight.   This  is  17  cents  under  March  but  6  cents  over  April  last  year.  Compared 
with  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month,  the  April  average  is  7  cents  less.  The 
April  average  is  lower  than  March  in  all  regions  of  the  country  except  the  Pacific, 
where  it  is  unchanged.    The  April  average  is  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  each  of 
the  9  regions  except  New  England,  which  is  unchanged,  and  the  Pacific  Coast,  which 
is  1  cent  per  hundredweight  lower.    Increases  by  regions  range  from  6  cents  per 
hundredweight  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  West  North  Central  to  9  cents  in  the  East 
North,  €entral. 

The  average  price  per  single  quart  for  the  most  common  grade  of  home  delivery 
whole  milk  in  25  major  cities  in  early  April  was  27. h  cents  —  one-tenth  cent  less 
than  March  but  one-half  cent  higher  than  April  a  year  ago.    The  average  this  month 
is  l.k  cents  above  the  April  1958-62  average.    Prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of 
whole  milk  sold  out-of-stores  in  half  gallon  containers  in  these  25  major  cities 
averaged  1*6.1  cents.    This  is  four-tenths  cent  under  March  but  eight-tenths  cent 
over  April  1963.    Compared  with  the  April  1958-62  average,  the  average  this  month 
•       is  1.1  cents  higher. 

Sales  of  whole  milk  during  February  (preliminary)  in  81i  marketing  areas  (7  State 
and  77  Federal)  were  at  the  same  average  daily  level  as  January  but  nearly  3  percent 
above  February  1963.    January  whole  milk  sales  in  these  areas  were  5  percent  higher 
than  December  and  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Skim  milk  sales  (average  daily) 
for  January  in  83  areas  advanced  8  percent  from  December  1963  and  were  12  percent 
greater  than  January  last  year.    Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in 
January  for  78  areas  decreased  3  percent  from  December  and  were  3  percent  under 
January  a  year  ago.    Sales  of  other  cream  products  in  79  areas  during  January  were 
down  25  percent  from  December  but  were  about  the  same  as  January  1963.    In  82  markets, 
average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  products  during  January  were  k  percent  higher  than 
both  December  1963  and  January  1963.    Average  daily  receipts  from  producers  in  6 
State  and  82  Federal  marketing  areas  during  February  were  h  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier.    Receipts  per  producer  during  February  averaged  891  pounds  per  day, 
10  percent  higher  than  in  February  1963.

In  the  New  England  Region,  dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $5.58  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  April  —  kh  cents  less  than  March  but  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier. 
Fluid-use  prices  in  Maine  were  56  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  than  in  March  and  most 
consumer  prices  were  down  \  cent  per  quart.    Class  I  prices  fcr  all  other  New  England 
markets  were  kh  cents  per  hundredweight  less  than  in  March,  except  in  Vermont  where 
they  are  not  currently  determined.    Concord,  N.  H.  home  delivered  quarts  were  1  cent 
lower  and  out-of-stcre  gallons  were  down  3  cents.    In  Manchester,  Nashua,  and  Ports- 
mouth, N.  H.,  quarts  to  homes  were  lower  by  |  to  ij  cents.    Home  delivery  and  out-cf- 
store  prices  in  Rhode  Island  were  off  If  cents  per  quart  in  most  cases.    Other  New 
England  area  consumer  prices  were  mostly  1  cent  per  quart  less  than  in  March  for  all 
units . 

Dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  Region  averaged  $5.5U  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  April  —  31  cents  below  March  but  8  ;ents  above  April  1963.    Class  I 
prices  in  the  Federal  order  area  of  upstate  New  York  were  35  cents  per  hundredweight 
less  than  in  March.    The  only  other  important  price  change  in  these  markets  was  at 
Schenectady,  N.  Y.  where  out-cf -store  gallons  were  up  10  cents.    In  the  New  York  Metro- 
politan area  and  in  Northern  New  Jersey,  Class  I  prices  were  27  cents  per  hundredweight 
less.    Some  home  delivery  prices  in  the  Nex^  York  Metropolitan  area  were  slightly  lower. 
Gallon  jugs  in  Northern  New  Jersey  stores  were  generally  down  7  cents.    Southern  New 
Jersey  Class  I  prices  were  kO  cents  less  than  in  March.    Atlantic  City,  N.  J.  out-of- 
store  half  gallons  were  off  8  cents  and  gallons  9  cents.    Trenton,  N.  J.  out-of -store 
gallons  were  down  9  to  16  cents.    In  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Class  I  prices  were  kO  cents 
lower  but  home  delivered  quart  prices  increased  lj-  cents  in  some  cases,  while  store 
prices  for  all  units  were  J-  cent  per  quart  higher.    Prices  in  other  Pennsylvania 
markets  were  generally  off  60  cents  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  and  1  cent  per 
quart  for  all  units  and  methods  of  resale. 

In  the  East  North  Central  Region,  dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $k.kS  per 
hundredweight  in  early  April  —  7  cents  less  than  in  March  but  9  cents  more  than  a 
year  earlier.    In  the  Northeastern  Ohio  Federal  Order  area,  Class  I  prices  were  k6  cents 
per  hundredweight  below  March.    Akron,  Canton,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio  home  delivery  prices 
were  unchanged  —  out  of  store  quarts  and  half  gallons  in  most  cases  were  1  cent  per 
quart  lower  but  gallons  were  1  cent  per  unit  higher.    Some  Cincinnati,  Ohio  store  quarts 
were  J-  cent  higher  but  other  prices  were  unchanged.    Columbus,  Ohio  reported  store  half 
gallons  down  1  cent,  for  the  only  change  in  that  market.    South  Bend,  Ind.,  out-of- 
store  quarts  advanced  2  cents  in  some  cases  but  other  prices  were  the  same  as  in  March. 
Alton,  111.  Class  I  prices  declined  17  cents  per  hundredweight  but  other  prices  were 
unchanged.    Rockford,  111.  Class  I  prices  advanced  36  cents  per  hundredweight ;  consumer 
prices  have  not  been  reported.    Grand  Rapids,  Mich,  home  delivery  quarts  were  3  cents 
higher  in  seme  places  and  out-of-store  quarts  were  up  1  cent;  Class  I  prices  were  un- 
changed. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $li.l8  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  North  Central 
Region  in  early  April  —  13  cents  below  March  but  6  cents  above  April  19^3.  Bemidji, 
Minn,  store  gallons  gained  2  cents  from  early  March;  producer  prices  in  this  market 
are  not  reported.    Minneapolis,  Minn,  store  gallons  declined  1  to  k  cents  but  all  other 
prices  were  unchanged.    Burlington,  Iowa  dealer  prices  declined  20  cents  per  hundred- 
weight while  store  prices  were  lower  by  1  cent  a  quart.    Greater  Kansas  City  Class  I 
prices  declined  50  cents  per  hundredweight.    In  the  Missouri  portion  of  the  market,  store 
quarts  were  off  2  cents  and  gallons  2  to  6  cents;  while  in  Kansas,  store  prices  declined 
1  to  2  cents  for  quarts  and  k  cents  for  some  gallons. 
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At  $5.77  per  hundredweight  in  early  April,  dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Region  averaged  9  cents  less  than  March  but  was  7  cents  more  than  a  year 
earlier,    Wilmington,  Del.  dealer  prices  declined  kO  cents  per  hundredweight  but  store 
quarts  were  reported  2  cents  higher.    Washington,  D.  C.  Class  I  prices  were  down  3h 
cents  per  hundredweight  with  other  prices  unchanged.    Class  I  prices  in  Charleston, 
W.  Va.  were  off  62  cents  per  hundredweight.    Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Class  I  prices  declined 
57  cents  per  hundredweight  but  consumer  prices  in  both  markets  were  reported  the  same 
as  in  March.    Charleston,  S.  C.  dealer  buying  prices  were  lower  by  12  cents  per 
hundredweight  for  the  only  reported  change  in  the  market.    Atlanta,  Ga.  prices  paid 
by  dealers  declined  11  cents  per  hundredweight  while  home  delivery  quarts  advanced  1 
cent  and  store  gallons  2  cents.    Jacksonville,  Fla.  prices  paid  for  fluid  use  milk 
declined  2k  cents  per  hundredweight  while  single  quart  home  delivery  prices  dropped  1 
to  2  cents  and  some  store  half  gallons  5  cents.    Dealers'  buying  prices  in  Miami,  Fla. 
were  down  lii  cents  per  hundredweight.    Tampa,  Fla.  prices  advanced  16  cents  per 
hundredweight.    Consumer  prices  in  both  markets  were  reported  unchanged. 

Fluid  use  milk  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  Region,  at  $5.36  per  hundred- 
weight, were  6  cents  below  March  and  b1  cents  above  a  year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  in 
Paducah,  Ky.  were  off  1;1  cents  with  other  prices  unchanged.    Memphis,  Tenn.  Class  I 
prices  were  slightly  lower  and  out-of -store  half  gallons  were  down  2  to  3  cents. 

In  the  West  South  Central  Region,  dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $5.3U  per 
hundredweight  in  early  April  —  16  cents  less  than  last  month  but  8  cents  more  than  a 
year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  at  Ft.  Smith,  Ark.  were  down  hi  cents  per  hundredweight 
with  other  prices  the  same  as  a  month  earlier.    Shreveport,  La.  store  quarts  were  down 
1  cent  but  gallon  jugs  were  up  1  cent.    Tulsa,  Okla.  Class  I  prices  declined  h6  cents 
per  hundredweight;  other  prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged.    Austin,  Tex.  Class  I 
prices  were  12  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  but  other  prices  were  unchanged.  Dallas, 
Tex.  dealers'  buying  prices  were  off  52  cents  and  some  store  prices  were  1  cent  lower. 
Galveston  and  Houston,  Texas  Class  I  prices  were  down  UO  cents 
per  hundredweight  while  consumer  prices  declined  1  cent  per  quart  in  most  cases. 

In  the  Mountain  States,  fluid  use  prices  averaged  $5.3C  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  early  April  —  1  cent  below  last  month  but  7  cents  more  than  a  year  earlier.  At 
Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  single  quart  home  delivery  prices  advanced  1  cent.  There 
were  no  other  reported  changes  in  this  market  or  in  the  remainder  of  the  region. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  Pacific  Region  averaged  $5.31  per  hundredweight  in 
early  April  —  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier  but  1  cent  less  than  April  1963.  No 
changes  in  either  buying  prices  or  home  delivery  and  store  prices  were  reported  for 
markets  in  this  region.

CONSUMPTION  OF  FLUID  MILK  AND  CREAM  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES,  1950-63 

The  milk  equivalent  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  products  consumed  in  the  United  States 
during  1963,  at  308  pounds  per  person,  was  unchanged  from  1962,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
reports.    Per  capita  consumption  of  304  pounds  by  the  nonfarm  population  in  1963  was  1 
pound  higher  than  the  previous  year.    Consumption  per  person  on  farms  for  the  year,  was 
393  pounds,  down  4  pounds.    All  these  figures  are  estimated  in  terms  of  the  quantity  of 
producer  milk  at  average  test  required  to  provide  the  quantity  of  milkfat  used  in  fluid 
products.    The  figures  include  all  50  States  beginning  with  i960.    Revisions  of  the  data 
for  years  beginning  with  1955  have  been  made  following  a  review  of  available  data. 

SALES  OF  MILK  AND  CREAM  AND  RECEIPTS  FROM  PRODUCERS  IN  CERTAIN  MARKETING 
AREAS  UNDER  STATE  AND  FEDERAL  REGULATION,  JANUARY- FEBRUARY  1964 

The  coverage  of  sales  and  receipts  data  for  the  1963-64  comparisons  is  more  complete 
than  for  the  previous  year.    Five  Federal  Order  areas  have  been  added:    Upstate  Mich.; 
Madison,  Wis.;  Eastern  S.D.;  Rio  Grande  Valley,  N. M. -Tex. -Colo. ;  and  Lubbock- Plainview, 
Tex.    Sales  of  cream  items  for  Southern  New  Jersey  are  now  included  in  the  totals  for 
the  Delaware  Valley  Federal  order.    Sales  for  the  Colorado  Spring- Pueblo,  Colo,  area 
have  been  deleted  from  the  tables  this  year  because  the  data  are  not  comparable  with 
a  year  earlier. 

February  whole  milk  sales  gain  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier;  January  sales  also  up 
3  percent 

Whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  on  an  average  daily  basis  during  February  in  7  State 
and  77  Federal  milk  marketing  areas  were  unchanged  from  January  but  were  nearly  3  percent 
greater  than  February  a  year  ago.

were  5  percent  higher  than  the  previous  month  and  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    The  average  milkfat 
test  of  January  sales  was  3*54  percent  compared  with  3*55  in  December  and  3 •56'  percent  in  the  same  month 
of  last  year. 

Sales  of  skim  milk  products  12  percent  higher  than  last  year 

Skim  milk  product  sales  in  83  marketing  areas  in  January  were  12  percent  over  a  year  earlier. 
Daily  average  sales  in  these  areas,  were  8  percent  more  than  in  December  1963*    The  average  milkfat 
test  of  January  sales,  at  1.29  percent,  was  unchanged  from  December  and  compares  with  1.24  percent  a 
year  earlier. 

Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  decline  3  percent  from  the  previous  year 

January  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  in  78  areas  decreased  3  percent  from 
December  and  were  3  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  January  sales,  at 
11.8  percent,  was  the  same  as  both  the  previous  month  and  January  I963. 

January  fluid  cream  sales  unchanged  from  1963 

Sales  of  fluid  cream  in  79  areas  during  January  decreased  25  percent  from  December  but  were  the 
same  as  January  1963.  The  average  milkfat  test  of  January  sales  was  23.0  percent  compared  with  23*9 
in  December  and  23.1  in  January  I963. 

Total  sales  of  all  fluid  items  up  4  percent 

January  sales  of  all  fluid  items  in  82  markets  were  up  4  percent  from  December  and  were  4  percent 
more  than  a  year  earlier.    Of  the  43  group  totals  reported  in  the  tables,  39  show  gains  in  total  sales 
during  the  month.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  sales  during  January  was  3 .56  percent  compared  with  3*55 
in  December  and  3»6l  percent  in  January  1963.

February  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  on  an  average  daily  "basis  in  6  State  and  82  Federal 
markets  were  h  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  per  producer  at  891 
pounds  per  day  in  these  markets  were  10  percent  more  than  February  1963. 

March  milk  production  up  1  percent 

Estimated  milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  March,  at  11.0  "billion  pounds,  was  a  record 
for  the  month.    Although  1  percent  more  than  in  March  of  1963*  tne  new  record  ±s  Just  slightly  higher 
than  the  previous  record  set  in  March  1962.    The  seasonal  increase  from  February  to  March  was  5  percent 
on  an  average  daily  basis,  compared  with  a  ^-percent  gain  a  year  earlier.    March  milk  production  was 
equal  to  1.86  pounds  per  person  daily,  which  was  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    During  the  first  quarter 
of  1963*  milk  production  on  a  daily  basis  was  one-half  percent  larger  than  during  the  corresponding 
period  last  year.

SUMMARY 


Prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  early  May  continued  a  downward  seasonal  trend 
at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Dealers' 
buying  prices  declined  in  31  markets,  1  in  about  every  five.    Prices  for  home 
delivered  milk  were  lower  in  23  markets;  however,  prices  were  higher  in  k.  Out- 
of-store  prices  were  lower  in  29  markets  for  quarts,  in  33  markets  for  half -gallons 
and  in  23  markets  for  gallons.    Higher  store  prices  reported  were:     quarts  —  h 
markets,  half -gallons  —  3  markets,  and  gallons  —  2  markets. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  consumption  in  early  May  averaged 
$5.07  per  hundredweight.    This  is  11  cents  under  April  but  3  cents  over  May  1963. 
The  May  average  is  6  cents  less  than  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month.  Compared 
with  last  month,  regional  averages  are    lower  in  7  of  the  9  areas;  they  are  about 
the  same  in  1  but  higher  in  1.     Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  the  May  average  is 
higher  in  6  regions,  with  increases  ranging  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  to  8  cents  in  the  East  North  Central.    Other  regional  increases 
were:     3  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  South  Central,  h  cents  in  the  Mountain, 
5  cents  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  6  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    The  average 
is  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier  in  New  England  but  1  cent  per  hundredweight  lower 
in  the  West  North  Central  and  Pacific  Regions. 

The  average  single  quart  price  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk 
delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities  was  27.3  cents  per  single  quart  in  early 
May.    This  is  one  tenth  cent  under  April  but  5- tenths  cent  over  May  last  year. 
Compared  with  the  1958-62  average,  the  May  price  is  l,k  cents  higher.  Out-of-store 
half-gallon  prices  for  these  25  cities  averaged  1±5.9  cents.    This  is  2-tenths  cent 
below  April  but  7-tenths  cent  above  May  last  year.    Compared  with  the  1958-62 
average  for  the  month,  the  current  price  is  9-tenths  cent  higher. 

Whole  milk  sales  during  March  (average  daily  preliminary)  in  81;  marketing 
areas  (7  State  and  77  Federal)  were  k  percent  below  February  but  at  about  the  same 
level  as  March  a  year  ago.    February  sales  of  whole  milk,  in  average  daily  terms, 
were  1  percent  above  January  and  3  percent  over  February  1963.    February  skim  milk 
sales  in  83  areas  advanced  k  percent  from  January  and  were  Ik  percent  greater  than 
a  year  earlier.    Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  (average  daily)  during  February  were 
3  percent  higher  than  January  but  were  1  percent  lower  than  February  last  year. 
Other  fluid  cream  sales  in  79  areas  for  February  advanced  h  percent  from  January 
but  were  3  percent  less  than  February  a  year  ago.    Sales  of  all  fluid  items  combined 
during  February  in  82  areas  averaged  1  percent  higher  (daily  basis)  than  January 
and  were  k  percent  more  than  February  last  year.    Milk  receipts  during  March  in  6 
State  and  82  Federal  marketing  areas  averaged  h  percent  (daily)  above  a  year  earlier. 
March  receipts  per  producer  were  10  percent  greater  than  March  1963.

New  England  dealers'  buying  prices  for  Class  I  milk  averaged  $5-36  per 
hundredweight  in  early  May  --  22  cents  less  than  in  April  but  unchanged  from 
a  year  earlier.    Except  for  Vermont,  where  dealers'  buying  prices  are  not 
currently  determined,  Class  I  prices  in  New  England  markets  were  22  cents  lower 
than  in  April.    Maine  and  New  Hampshire  consumer  prices  were  reduced  generally 
J-  cent  per  quart  for  all  methods  of  sale.    Bellows  Falls,  Vt.  home  and  store 
prices  were  down  1  cent  per  quart,  but  at  Burlington  they  were  reported  unchanged. 
Early  May  consumer  prices  at  Boston,  Springfield  and  Worcester  Mass.,  both  home 
delivered  and  out  of  stores,  were  mostly  §  cent  per  quart  below  April.     In  Lowell- 
Lawrence  and  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  prices  at  homes  were  unchanged  but  out-of -store 
prices  were  not  reported.    Rhode  Island  store  quarts  were  |  cent  higher  but 
gallon  jugs  were  off  2  cents.    Hartford  and  New  Haven,  Conn,  consumer  prices  for 
home  delivered  and  out-of-store  milk  were  |  cent  per  quart  lower  for  all  containers. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  averaged  $5.28  per 
hundredweight  in  early  May  —  26  cents  less  than  in  April  but  1  cent  above  a  year 
earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  Federal  Order  were  36  cents 
lower  than  in  April.    In  the  New  York  Metropolitan  area  single  quart  home  delivery 
prices  were  down  about  |  cent.    At  Albany,  some  store  quarts  were  1  cent  lower 
but  some  half -gallons  were  up  2  cents.    Northern  New  Jersey  home  delivery  prices 
were  down  \  cent  to  1  cent  while  at  stores  some  quarts  were  reduced  3  cents; 
half -gallons  ranged  from  1  cent  lower  to  8  cents  higher,  and  gal  Ions  were  2  to  7 
cents  less  than  a  month  earlier.    Philadelphia  Class  I  and  consumer  prices  were 
unchanged  but  in  other  Pennsylvania  areas  dealers '  buying  prices  were  20  cents  per 
hundredweight  lower  and  home  and  store  prices  were  down  J  cent  per  quart. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  North 

Central  Region  in  early  May  —  1  cent  less  than  in  April  but  8  cents  more  than  a 
year  earlier.     Cincinnati  home  delivered  and  out-of-store  prices  were  generally 
1  cent  per  quart  lower.     Cleveland  prices  at  homes  were  unchanged  but  some  store 
prices  for  quarts  and  half-gallons  were  1  cent  per  quart  lower.    Evansville,  Ind. , 
store  gallons  in  paper  were  off  3  cents  while  at  South  Bend  some  quarts  at  stores 
were  reduced  1  cent.    Peoria,  111.  quarts  to  homes  were  down  1  cent,  for  the  only 
reported  change  in  the  market.    Rock  Island,  111.  quarts  delivered  to  homes  were 
1  cent  higher.    At  Springfield,  111.  dealers  '  buying  prices  were  not  reported, 
but  some  quarts  to  homes  were  up  1  cent  and  half -gallons  up  I4.  cents.    Grand  Rapids, 
Mich,  home  delivered  quarts  were  down  2  cents  in  some  cases  and  store  half -gallons 
8  cents  lower.    Milwaukee  home  delivery  quarts  were  unchanged  but  store  quarts 
were  down  5  cents  and  half -gallons  \  to  1§  cents  lower. 

In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $U.09  per 
hundredweight  in  early  May  —  9  cents  more  than  in  April  but  1  cent  less  than  a 
year  earlier.    At  Minneapolis -St.  Paul,  Class  I  prices  were  down  2k  cents  but  no 
significant  changes  in  consumer  prices  were  reported.    Burlington,  Iowa  quarts 
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sold  out  of  stores  ranged  from  2  cents  lower  to  2  cents  higher.    At  Kansas  City,  Mo. 
some  out  of  store  quarts  were  1  cent  more  but  all  gallons  were  from  2  to  6  cents 
less.    St.  Louis  reported  a  1-cent  decline  in  store  half-gallons  for  the  only 
change  in  that  market.    At  Grand  Forks,  N.  D. ,  continued  price  war  activity  re- 
duced single  quart  home  delivery  prices  k  cents,  out  of  store  quarts  3  cents, 
half -gallons  6-7  cents  and  gallons  8  cents.    At  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  some  store 
gallons  were  2  cents  higher.    In  Topeka,  Kans.,  some  home  quarts  were  up  1  cent 
but  store  gallons  were  do\m  2  to  6  cents  due  to  price  war  conditions. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  averaged  $5.76  per 
hundredweight  in  early  May  —  1  cent  below  a  month  earlier  but  5  cents  above  May 
a  year  ago.    Charleston,  W.  Va.  out-of -store  quarts  and  half-gallons  were  off  2 
cents  per  unit  and  gallons  16  cents  lower.    At  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  store  gallons 
were  down  10  cents.    Class  I  prices  in  both  of  these  markets  were  3  cents  per 
hundredweight  lower.     Charleston,  S.  C.  store  half -gallons  were       cents  less 
no  other  changes  were  reported  for  the  market.    Tampa,  Fla.  reported  home  delivered 
quarts  down  k  cents. 

Fluid  use  milk  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  Region,  at  $5.33  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  May,  were  down  2  cents  from  a  month  earlier  but  3  cents  above 
May  1963.    Chattanooga,  Tenn..  store  half-gallons  were  reduced  8  cents  in  some 
cases  while  gallons  were  off  4  cents.    At  Memphis,  out-of -store  quarts  were  up  2 
cents  but  some  half-gallons  were  2  cents  lower.    Nashville  dealers'  buying  prices 
were  down  25  cents  per  hundredweight  but  consumer  prices  were  the  same  as  in 
April.    At  Greenwood,  Miss.,  store  quarts  were  \  cent  lower. 

Prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  the  West  South  Central  States  in  early  May 
averaged  $5.31  per  hundredweight.    This  is  3  cents  less  than  April  but  6  cents 
more  than  May  last  year.    Half-gallon  prices  in  Little  Rock,  Ark.  advanced  2  cents 
for  the  only  reported  price  change  in  the  market.    A  milk  price  war  in  Tulsa, 
Okla.  dropped  half-gallon  store  prices  10  to  12  cents  and  gallon  jugs  out  of  stores 
I4  cents.    Home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged.    Class  I  prices  in  this  market 
were  7  cents  less  per  hundredweight. 

Dealers  '  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  Mountain  States  averaged 
$5.26  per  hundredweight  in  early  May  —  4  cents  below  April  but  k  cents  above 
May  1963.    Unsettled  price  conditions  in  Phoenix,  Ariz,  forced  store  prices  lower. 
Half -gallons  were  12  cents  and  gallons  18  cents  below  April. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  dealers '  buying  price  for  fluid  use  milk  in  early  May 
averaged  $5.31  per  hundredweight.  This  is  unchanged  from  April  but  1  cent  under 
May  a  year  ago.    No  price  changes  from  April  were  reported  for  individual  markets.

March  sales  of  whole  milk  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  7  State  and  77  Federal 
Order  areas  during  March  were  91*5  million  pounds.     This  is  4  percent  less  than 
the  daily  average  in  February  but  about  the  same  as  March  of  last  year. 
Cumulative  daily  sales  for  the  first  quarter  of  1964  were  2  percent  higher  than 
the  same  period  of  1963* 

February  whole  milk  sales  gain  3  percent 

February  sales  of  whole  milk,  on  an  average  daily  basis,  were  1  percent 
higher  than  January  and  3  percent  greater  than  in  the  same  month  of  1963  in 
these  84  marketing  areas.     Of  the  45  marketing  area  groupings  surveyed,  39  had 
more  sales  than  a  year  earlier  and  5  had  fewer;  one  w?,s  unchanged.  January- 
February  cumulative  sales  (average  per  day  basis)  were  nearly  3  percent  higher 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.     The  average  milkfat  test  of 
February  sales  at  3*55  percent,  compares  with  3*54  in  January  and  is  unchanged 
from  February  1963* 

Sales  of  skim  milk  in  February  gain  14  percent 

In  83  marketing  areas,  average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  were  up 
k  percent  from  January  this  year  and  14  percent  from  February  last  year.  Except 
for  Springfield-Worcester,  Mass.  and  Central  Arkansas,  all  other  marketing  area 
groupings  had  higher  sales  than  a  year  earlier.     Increases  of  10  percent  or  more 
from  year-earlier  sales  were  recorded  in  28  of  the  44  marketing  groups  shown. 
Cumulative  sales  in  the  first  two  months  of  1964,  on  an  average  daily  basis,  were 
13  percent  more  than  in  January-February  a  year  ago.     The  average  milkfat  test 
of  February  sales   at   1.29  percent  is  the  same  as  January  and  compares  with  1.24 
in  the  same  month  of  last  year. 

Milk  and  cream  mixtures  sales  off  1  percent 

February  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  78  marketing  areas  were  about 
3  percent  more  than  in  January  but  nearly  1  percent  less  than  in  February  1963* 
All  comparisons  are  made  on  an  average  per  day  basis.     Of  the  40  marketing  area 
groupings  shown,  21  had  smaller  sales  than  a  year  earlier,  16  had  more,  and  3 
were  the  same.     Total  sales  for  January  and  February  1964,  on  an  average  daily 
basis,  were  2  percent  below  a  year  earlier.     The  average  milkfat  test  of  February 
sales,  at  11. 9  percent,  compares  with  11.8  in  January  and  is  unchanged  from  a 
year  earlier. 

Cream  sales  decline  3  percent 

February  average  daily  sales  of  cream  in  6  State  and  73  Federal  marketing 
areas  were  4  percent  higher  than  in  January  but  3  percent  lower  than  in  February 
a  year  ago.     For  the  4l  marketing  area  combinations  shown,  28  had  smaller  sales 
than  in  February  last  year,  12  had  more,  and  1  was  unchanged.    January  and 
February  sales  combined  were  about  2  percent  less  than  in  the  same  period  of  I963 
The  average  milkfat  test  of  February  sales,  at  23-2  percent,  compares  with  23 .0 
in  January  and  is  the  same  as  in  February  1963*

Fluid  item  sales  rise  k  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  items  (combined)  in  February  were  1  percent  more  than  in  January 
and  h  percent  above  the  same  month  of  1963  in  82  marketing  areas.    Two  market  area  groupings  had  lower 
sales  than  a  year  earlier,  3  were  unchanged,  but  in  the  remaining  33>  they  were  higher.    January  and 
February  sales  combined  were  also    h  percent  greater  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year,  on 
an  average  daily  basis.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  February  sales,  at  3-59  percent,  compares  with 
3.58  in  January,  and  3*62  a  year  earlier. 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  bring  March  up  k  percent 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  during  March  in  6  State  and  82  Federal  marketing  areas 
were  k  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  per  producer  at  918  pounds  were 
nearly  10  percent  higher  than  in  March  a  year  ago. 

United  States  milk  production  continues  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier 

April  milk  production  in  the  United  States,  estimated  at  11. 3  billion  pounds,  was  1  percent  more 
than  March  and  a  record  high  for  the  month.    The  increase  in  production  from  March  to  April  was  6  percent 
on  a  daily  average  basis,  which  is  equal  to  the  I963  seasonal  gain.    April  production,  on  a  per  capita 
basis,  amounted  to  1.97  pounds,  compared  with  I.98  in  April  a  year  ago.     In  the  first  3  months  of  this 
year,  average  daily  milk  production  was  about  1  percent  more  than  in  the  comparable  period  last  year. 
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FLUID  MILK  AMD  CREAM  CONSUMPTION  IN  SELECTED  MARKETING  AREAS,  1962-63  1/ 

Sales  and  consumption  data  in  the  following  tables  bring  forward  the  material 
published  in  Statistical  Bulletin  No.  312,  May  1962,  for  the  years  1950-59,  and  in 
subsequent  May  issues  of  the  "Fluid  Milk  and  Cream  Report".  Data  for  1962  in  this 
report  are  revised  from  those  published  last  May;  data  for  1963  are  preliminary. 

Comparable  data  for  1962  and  1963  are  available  for  80  areas.    Data  for  the 
following  Federal  Order  areas  are  being  published  for  the  first  time:  Youngstown- 
Warren,  Ohio;  Duluth-Superior ,  Minn. -Wis.;  St.  Joseph,  Mo.-Kans.;  and  Eastern  Colorado. 
Three  other  Federal  areas  which  have  appeared  in  earlier  reports,  but  did  not  have 
comparable  data  last  year,  are  included  this  time:    Milwaukee,  Wis.;  Nebraska-Western 
Iowa;  and  Central  West  Texas.    Data  are  shown  for  the  entire  State  of  Mississippi  for 
the  first  time.     This  is  made  possible  through  the  facilities  of  the  Mississippi  Milk 
Commission,  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Administrators  of  the  Mississippi  Central; 
Delta,  Gulf  Coast  and  Memphis  marketing  areas.     Thus  there  are  6  States  where  data 
are  available  for  the  entire  State;  the  others  are  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  California.    Populations  of  the  80  marketing  areas  make 
up  between  65  and  70  percent  of  the  United  States  population  using  purchased  milk. 

Sales  data  for  70  areas  were  provided  by  Federal  Order  Administrators.  Sales 
data  for  other  areas  were  provided  by  the  following  agencies:     New  York  Metropolitan, -- 
Dr.  Leland  Spencer,  Department  of  Agricultural  Economic,  Cornell  University  and  Charles 
McAllister,  New  York-New  Jersey  Market  Administrator's  Office;  Niagara  Frontier  and

State  Dairy  Commission;  Mississippi, — State  Milk  Commission  and  cooperating  Federal 
Order  Administrators;  and  California, — Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service. 
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SUMMARY 


Consumption  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  products  during  1963  was  higher  than  1962 
in  three-fifths  of  the  markets  reporting.     This  partially  reverses  a  downward  trend 
of  the  past  several  years.    Sales  of  most  products  during  the  year  were  higher  than 
1962  with  important  gains  in  a  number  of  products  in  most  markets.    Rates  of  growth 
of  estimated  populations  by  individual  markets  from  1962  to  1963  were  at  about  the 
same  or  a  slightly  higher  rate  than  the  comparisons  of  a  similar  group  of  markets  for 
1961-1962.     The  resulting  per  capita  rates  of  usage  were  higher  for  whole  milk  in 
almost  half  of  the  areas  and  total  skim  milk  items  in  over  three-fourths  of  the  mar- 
kets.   For  cream  items ,  declines  in  per  capita  consumption  continued. 

Whole  milk  product  consumption --both  plain  and  flavored  whole  milk- -for  1963  was 
higher  than  1962  in  nearly  half  of  the  markets.    Yogurt  consumption,  where  reported 
separately,  was  unchanged  or  lower  in  most  instances. 

Per  capita  usage  of  skim  milk  products  was  generally  greater  than  1962.  Plain 
skim  milk  per  person  rates  were  higher  in  three-fifths  of  the  markets.     Skim  milk 
(solids  added)  sales  per  consumer  were  higher  in  four-fifths  of  the  areas  with  sub- 
stantial gains  in  many.    Usage  of  flavored  skim  milk  was  up  in  about  as  many  markets 
as  down.    Buttermilk  sales  in  relation  to  the  consuming  population  made  slight  gains 
from  a  year  earlier. 

Cream  consumption  continued  downward  trends  in  both  milk  equivalent  and  product 
pound  terms .     The  number  of  declines  in  the  milk  equivalent  of  all  cream  consumed  was 
greater  than  for  the  comparison  a  year  ago.     The  most  noticeable  decreases  were  in 
milk  and  cream  mixtures,  eggnog,  and  heavy  cream.     The  downswing  in  light  cream  con- 
sumed was  about  the  same  last  year.    However,  sour  cream  consumption  continued  to  in- 
crease.   More  marketing  areas  showed  increased  usage  of  sour  cream  in  1963  over  1962 
than  in  1962  compared  with  I96I. 

INTRODUCTION 

The  general  methods  of  preparing  the  per  capita  estimates  made  in  this  issue 
were  described  in  Statistical  Bulletin  No.  312.    Consumption  rates,  expressed  in  per 
capita  terms,  are  derived  data.    The  sales  data  are  reported  for  defined  geographic 
areas.    In  like  fashion,  annual  population  for  these  same  areas  have  been  estimated. 
The  resulting  consumption  rates  should  be  useful  for  marketing  and  consumption  ana- 
lysis, but  precise  comparisons  of  levels  between  areas  are  not  always  justified. 

POPULATION  ESTIMATES 

Procedures  used  in  estimating  marketing  area  populations  have  been  described  in 
earlier  issues  of  this  report.    For  this  issue,  county  and  city  estimates  of  popula- 
tion for  years  since  the  last  census  were  available  in  more  States.    Agencies  in  a 
number  of  States  have  prepared  these  estimates  for  1963;  but  in  many  States,  county 
and  city  estimates  are  available  only  for  I96I  and  1962.     In  general,  market  area 
totals  of  county  and  city  estimates  and  population  extrapolations  of  the  1950-60  area 
trends  have  been  used  in  making  the  area  estimates.    Population  estimates  have  been 
adjusted  to  a  mid-year  or  July  1  date  in  all  instances. 

Of  the  80  areas,  1963  estimated  populations  were  2  percent  higher  than  1962  in 
39  areas j  population  in  23  areas  advanced  1  percent.     Twelve  areas  showed  a  higher 
gain  than  2  percent  but  in  only  2  areas  were  the  area  populations  lower. 
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PER  CAPITA  CONSUMPTION  OF  FLUID  MILK  AND  CREAM  PRODUCTS 


Whole  milk  products 

Consumption  per  person  of  whole  milk  products  in  1963  was  higher  than  the  pre- 
vious year  in  38  of  the  80  marketing  areas  reported  in  Table  ll|.    Per  person  usage 
was  unchanged  in  9  areas  but  lower  than  a  year  earlier  in  33.     Items  included  in  the 
whole  milk  product  category  are  plain  and  flavored  whole  milk  and  yogurt  where  re- 
ported separately.    Marketing  areas  showing  increases  of  10  pounds  per  person  or  more 
from  1962  are:     Indianapolis ,  Ind.;  Ozarks,  Mo. -Ark.;  Clarksburg,  ¥.  Va.;  Nashville, 
Tenn.;  Central  Arkansas;  and  Austin-Waco,  Texas.    Decreases  of  10  pounds  per  person 
or  more  occurred  in  Northeastern  Wisconsin;  Sioux  Falls -Mitchell,  S.  D.;  South 
Carolina;  Western  Colorado;  Inland  Empire,  Wash. -Ida;  and  Puget  Sound,  Wash.  Sales 
per  person  in  the  10  most  populous  areas  were  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  6  but 
lower  in  I4.    Increases  ranged  from  1  pound  per  person  for  Connecticut  and  Northeastern 
Ohio,  to  2  pounds  for  Boston,  Mass.;  New  Jersey;  and  North  Carolina;  and  6  pounds  in 
Southern  Michigan.    Declines  were  one  pound  per  person  in  New  York  Metropolitan, 
Philadelphia,  Chicago,  and  California. 

Skim  milk  products 

Total  sales  per  person  of  skim  milk  products  in  1963  were  higher  than  a  year 
earlier  in  69  of  the  79  marketing  areas  shown  ( Table  l£) .     Skim  milk  products  include 
plain,  solids  added  (fortified),  flavored  skim  milk  and  buttermilk.     In  some  markets 
yogurt,  and  other  cultured  specialties  are  combined  with  buttermilk.     In  7  markets, 
increases  of  5  or  more  pounds  per  person  occurred  in  1963.     The  largest  oer  cacita 
gain  was  at  Sioux  Falls -Mitchell,  S.  D.  —  17  pounds.    At  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa  the  rise 
was  9  pounds,  and  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.  and  Minneapolis-St .  Paul,  Minn,  per  capita 
use  was  8  pounds  higher  than  1962.     Inland  Empire,  Wash. -Ida.,  increased  7  pounds 
and  in  Wichita,  Kans.  and  Colorado  Springs,  Colo,  sales  per  person  were  5  pounds 
higher.    Of  the  10  largest  areas,  sales  per  person  were  above  1962  in  all  except  Boston. 
Also,  the  total  of  skim  milk  products  consumed  per  person  was  50  pounds  or  more  in  9 
marketing  areas . 

Milk  equivalent  of  cream 


The  milk  equivalent  of  cream  consumption  (Table  16)  in  1963  was  less  than  a  year 
earlier  in  %  out  of  76  marketing  areas.     (Milk  equivalent  is  the  term  used  for  the 
quantity  of  producer  milk  at  market  average  milkfat  test  required  to  furnish  the 
milkfat  in  the  cream  products  consumed.)     The  cream  product  tabulations  for  this  table 
in  most  areas  include  milk  and  cream  mixtures,  eggnog,  and  light,  sour,  and  heavy 
cream.    Individual  use  per  person  of  cream  products  (milk  equivalent)  was  unchanged 
in  Ik  markets  but  higher  in  6.     The  increases  occurred  in:    Surburban  St.  Louis,  111,; 
St.  Joseph,  Mo. -Kans.;  Ozarks,  Mo. -Ark.;  Clarksburg,  W.  Va;  Louisville-Lexington- 
Evansville,  Ky.-Ind.;  and  Colorado  Springs-Pueblo,  Colo. -Kans. 

Milk  equivalent  of  all  fluid  products 

Use  per  person  of  all  fluid  products  combined,  in  milk  equivalent  terms,  during 
1963  was  higher  than  1962  in  1+6  of  75  marketing  areas  as  shown  in  Table  17 .  Increases 
of  10  pounds  per  person  or  more  were  reported  for  Indianapolis,  Ind.;  Ozarks,  Mo.- 
Ark.;  Central  Arkansas  and  Austin-Waco,  Texas.     In  6  marketing  areas,  consumption  of 
all  fluid  products  combined  was  unchanged.    A  total  of  23  marketing  areas  had  losses 
in  the  milk  equivalent  of  total  sales  of  fluid  dairy  products.    Marketing  areas  having 
losses  of  10  pounds  or  more  were:    Northeast    Wisconsin;  Sioux  Falls-Mitchell,  S.  D. : 
and  Puget  Sound,  Washington.

New  England 

Per  capita  consumption  of  plain  whole  and  skim  milk  in  Boston,  Mass.  was  higher 
in  1963  than  in  1962.    Consumption  rates  for  whole  and  skim  milk  items  and  milk  and 
cream  mixtures  in  both  Springfield  and  Worcester,  Mass.  were  lower  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year.    Southeastern  New  England  consumption  gained  for  most  skim  items  and 
flavored  whole  milk;  use  of  plain  whole  milk  was  unchanged,  while  most  cream  items 
were  below  1962.    Plain  and  flavored  whole  and  skim  milk  usage  increased  generally 
in  Connecticut,  but  consumption  of  most  cream  items  except  sour  cream  was  lower. 

Middle  Atlantic 

In  the  New  York  Metropolitan  area,  consumption  of  whole  milk  decreased  slightly; 
skim  was  up  but  cream  usage  was  down.    In  the  Niagara  Frontier  market,  N.  Y.,  per 
capita  consumption  of  plain  whole  milk  was  down  6  pounds  in  19^3  but  use  of  most 
other  whole  and  skim  milk  items,  as  well  as  cream  mixtures,  was  higher.    Per  capita 
rates  of  consumption  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  were  higher  for  all  items  except  flavored 
whole  milk,  mixtures,  eggnog,  and  light  cream.  New  Jersey  usage  per  person  was 
reported  higher  for  all  whole  and  skim  milk  items.    Consumption  of  whole  milk  in 
Allegheny  County  (Pitt.)  Pa.,  was  6  pounds  lower  than  1962  but  was  higher  for  the 
cream    items  reported.    Philadelphia,  Pa .  sales  of  plain  whole  milk  declined  2  pounds 
per  person,  and  use  of  most  cream  items  was  also  lower. 

East  North  Central 

Per  capita  rates  of  consumption  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio  were  lower  for  plain  whole 
milk,  buttermilk,  and  some  cream  items.    Columbus,  Ohio  1963  rates  per  person  were 
about  the  same  level  as  the  previous  year  for  most  items.    Dayton-Springfield,  Ohio 
use  of  fluid  whole  milk  was  down  3  pounds  but  gains  in  use  of  other  whole  and  skim 
items  were  more  than  offsetting.    Plain  whole  milk  usage  increased  k  pounds  per  person 
in  North  Central  Ohio.    Little  changes  occurred  in  other  products  except  for  a  drop 
in  light  cream.    In  Northeastern,  Ohio,  whole  milk  usage  was  practically  unchanged 
but  skim  milk  use  per  person  increased  more  than  one  pound.     Toledo,  Ohio  average  per 
person  use  of  skim  milk,  solids  added,  was  more  than  2  pounds  lower  for  the  greatest 
change  in  individual  product  use.    In  the  Youngstown-Warren,  Ohio  area  per  person  use 
of  plain  whole  milk  was  off  7  pounds.     Consumption  of  most  skim  items  was  higher  but 
several  cream  products  showed  lower  usage  in  this  area.    Average  consumer  use  of 
skim  milk  (solids  added)  in  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  increased  nearly  k  pounds  and  plain  whole 
milk  one  pound.    Major  changes  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.  were  a  hike  of  13  pounds  per 
person  in  plain  whole  milk  and  nearly  6  pounds  in  skim  milk  (solids  added).     In  the 
South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart,  Ind.  market,  higher  consumption  per  person  of  flavored 
whole  milk  outweighed  reduced  plain  whole  milk  use.    Skim  product  usage  was  up  but 
light  cream  down.     In  Chicago,  111.,  a  higher  average  usage  per  person  of  flavored 
whole  milk  partially  offset  lower  plain  whole  milk  use.    Usage  of  most  skim  oroducts 
was  higher.     In  Suburban,  St.  Louis,  111,  plain  skim  milk  consumption  per  person  in- 
creased slightly  more  than  2  pounds.    Michigan  Upper  Peninsula  consumers  used  3  pounds 
less  of  plain  whole  milk.    Other  items  showed  few 'changes.     In  the  Southern  Michigan 
area,  consumption  per  individual  of  plain  whole  milk  gained  6  pounds.    Milwaukee,  Wis. 
1963  increases  in  use  per  person  were  5  pounds  for  plain  whole  milk,  about  3  pounds 
for  plain  skim,  and  2  pounds  for  skim  milk  (solids  added).     Consumption  per  person  of 
whole  milk  in  Northeastern  Wisconsin  was  down  10  pounds,  but  use  of  skim  milk  (solids 
added)  increased  more  than  3  pounds. 
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West  North  Central 


Duluth-Superior ,  Minn. -Wis,  consumption  per  person  in  1963  of  whole  milk  gained 
2  pounds,  skim  milk  items  about  3  pounds,  while  cream  use  was  lower.     In  the  Minne- 
apolis-St.  Paul,  Minn,  marketing  area,  whole  milk  use  in  relation  to  1962  was  about 
the  same  but  consumption  per  person  of  skim  milk  items  was  significantly  higher. 
Cream  sales  per  consumer  were  down  slightly.    A  5-pound  per  person  reduction  in  the 
use  of  plain  whole  milk  occurred  in  the  Cedar  Rapids-Iowa  City,  Iowa  area.  Strong 
advances  in  the  use  of  skim  milk  items  in  this  area  were  also  reported.     In  the 
Pes  Moines,  Iowa  market,  overall  consumption  per  person  of  whole  and  skim  milk  made 
slight  gains  but  use  of  most  cream  items  was  lower.    Plain  whole  milk  sales  per  person 
in  North  Central  Iowa  were  5  pounds  higher.    Plain  skim  milk  also  advanced  k  pounds 
per  individual,  but  cream  consumption  was  generally  lower.    Quad  Cities-Dubuque,  Iowa- 
Ill,  plain  whole  milk  use  per  person  gained  9  pounds,  while  other  changes  in  usage 
of  skim  and  cream  products  were  small.    Sioux  City,  Iowa  per  person  use  of  plain  whole 
milk  declined  6  pounds  and  except  for  some  increase  in  some  skim  milk  items  most  other 
products  were  also  lower.    Higher  sales  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.-Kans.  of  most  skim  milk 
items  occurred;  however,  a  5-pound  per  person  reduction  in  plain  whole  milk  was  re- 
ported.   Ozarks,  Mo. -Ark,  consumption  of  whole  milk  gained  13  pounds.    Usage  of  most 
other  products  was  also  reported  above  1962  rates.    St.  Joseph,  Mo.  consumption  per 
person  of  plain  whole  milk  increased  5  pounds.    Advances  were  also  shown  in  total 
skim  milk  and  sour  cream  usage.     Generally  higher  sales  per  person  of  skim  milk  pro- 
ducts occurred  in  the  St.  Louis,  Mo.  market.    Black  Hills,  S.  D.  skim  milk  consump- 
tion increased  but  most  cream  item  usage  declined.     In  Sioux  Falls -Mitchell,  S.  D., 
use  of  most  whole  milk  and  cream  items  was  lower  but  per  person  takings  of  most  skim 
milk  items  were  higher.    Nebraska-Western,  Iowa  whole  milk  consumption  rates  per 
capita  were  unchanged  from  1962.    Usage  of  skim  milk  (solids  added)  increased  3 
pounds  but  for  most  cream  items  was  unchanged  or  slightly  lower.    Neosho  Valley, 
Kans . -Mo .  reported  a  gain  of  2  pounds  in  per  capita  sales  of  whole  milk  and  some  in- 
crease in  major  skim  items;  overall  use  of  cream  items  was  down.     In  Southwest  Kansas, 
increases  occurred  in  consumption  of  whole  milk  and  some  skim  milk  products.  Butter- 
milk, mixtures,  eggnog  and  heavy  cream  showed  losses  when  compared  with  1962. 
Wichita,  Kans.  usage  of  skim  milk  (solids  added)  per  capita  gained  about  5  pounds  but 
plain  whole  milk  and  most  cream  items  were  below  1962. 

South  Atlantic 

Wilmington,  Del,  plain  whole  milk  consumption  per  person  in  1963  was  h  pounds 
lower,  for  the  most  significant  change  in  the  market.    Upper  Chesapeake  Bay,  Md.  use 
patterns  were  mixed  with  plain  whole  milk  and  all  skim  items  increasing  slightly  but 
with  the  consumption  of  light  and  sour  cream  items  in  total  declining.  Washington, 
D.  C.  plain  whole  milk  sales  per  person  gained  h  pounds.     Consumption  of  most  skim 
milk  and  cream  products  was  practically  unchanged.    A  U-pound  increase  in  per  capita 
consumption  of  plain  whole  milk  highlighted  the  1963  Richmond,  Va.  market.    Usage  of 
most  skim  items  was  also  higher  but  for  cream  products  was  lower.    In  the  Appalachian 
marketing  area,  Tenn.-Va.-W.  Va.-Ky.,  plain  whole  milk  use  was  6  pounds  per  person 
higher  and  consumption  of  other  items  was  also  reported  above  1962.     In  Clarksburg, 
W.  Va.,  whole  milk  use  per  person  was  up  11  pounds;  small  gains  were  made  in  plain 
skim,  buttermilk  and  cream  mixtures.    Wheeling,  W.  Va.  whole  and  skim  milk  per  person 
usage  increased  slightly  but  milk  equivalent  of  cream  declined  1  pound.    North  Carolina 
plain  whole  milk  sales  per  person  were  up  2  pounds;  cream  consumption  per  capita  was 
unchanged  but  most  skim  milk  items  increased.    Whole  milk  use  per  person  in  South 
Carolina  was  up  k  pounds.    All  skim  items  gained  in  per  person  usage  except  buttermilk; 
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the  milk  equivalent  of  all  cream  items  was  unchanged.     In  Southeastern  Florida,  plain 
whole  milk  use  per  person  declined  h  pounds ;  most  other  items  showed  decreases, 
particularly  eggnog  and  sour  and  heavy  cream. 

East  South  Central 

In  the  Louisville-Lexington-Evansville ,  Ky . -Ind .  marketing  area,  most  fluid 
products  gained  in  per  capita  usage  in  1963,  with  plain  whole  milk  up  5  pounds  the 
most  important  change.    At  Paducah,  Ky.  plain  whole  milk  was  up  3  pounds  per  person; 
buttermilk  and  light  cream  usage  declined.    Chattanooga,  Tenn.  consumption  increased 
slightly  for  plain  whole  and  skim  milk,  cream  mixtures  and  sour  cream.    Usage  of 
other  products  was  lower  in  this  market.     Knoxville,  Tenn.  plain  whole  milk  consump- 
tion per  capita  was  up  8  pounds,  all  skim  items  were  also  up  but  cream  items  were 
down  slightly.    In  the  Memphis,  Tenn. -Ark,  area  (Mississippi  portion  of  the  Federal 
Order  excluded)  a  5-pound  increase  in  plain  whole  milk  use  per  person  occurred,  while 
per  capita  use  of  most  other  items  was  not  greatly  changed  from  1962.  Nashville, 
Tenn.  plain  whole  milk  sales  per  person  increased  9  pounds,  as  did  most  skim  milk 
items;  cream  consumption  was  generally  lower.    Consumption  of  plain  whole  milk  and 
most  cream  items  in  Mississippi  was  unchanged  from  1962  but  skim  milk  products  were 
all  slightly  higher. 

West  South  Central 

Sales  per  capita  of  whole  milk  last  year  in  Central  Arkansas  were  6  oounds 
greater  than  in  1962.    Most  skim  items  were  also  higher,  also  eggnog  and  sour  cream; 
other  cream  items  showed  only  slight  drops  in  consumption.    New  Orleans,  La.,  whole 
milk  use  was  down  k  pounds  per  person.    Most  Northern  Louisiana  whole  and  skim  milk 
items  showed  higher  usage  per  person  in  1963;  most  cream  products  were  lower.  In 
the  Oklahoma  Metropolitan  market,  consumption  of  plain  whole  milk  was  h  pounds  above 
1962,  while  smaller  increases  occurred  for  most  other  whole  and  skim  milk  items. 
Declines  for  all  cream  items  except  sour  cream  were  reported.    Red  River  Valley, 
Qkla.-Tex.  use  of  flavored  whole  milk  and  skim  milk  (solids  added)  gained  but  for 
most  other  items  volume  per  person  consumed  was  somewhat  below  a  year  earlier.  In 
Austin-Waco,  Tex,  use  per  person  of  plain  and  flavored  whole  milk  increased.  Con- 
sumption of  most  skim  milk  products  was  up  in  this  market  but  cream  usage  was  generally 
lower.    A  2-pound  decline  in  whole  milk  consumption  per  person  occurred  in  Central 
West  Texas.    Higher  usage  of  skim  milk  (solids  added)  was  accompanied  by  lower  con- 
sumption of  most  cream  items.    Corpus  Christi,  Tex,  sales  in  relation  to  population 
were  not  significantly  changed  from  1962.    Plain  and  flavored  whole  milk  consumption 
rates  per  person  in  the  North  Texas  area  were  both  raised  in  1963.    Skim  milk  rates 
gained  slightly,  but  usage  of  most  cream  items  was  slightly  lower.     San  Antonio,  Tex. 
plain  whole  milk  consumption  was  down  10  pounds  but  gains  in  flavored  whole  milk  were 
nearly  offsetting.    Quantities  of  skim  products  and  most  cream  items  sold  per  person 
in  the  market  were  less.     In  the  Texas  Panhandle  market,  usage  per  person  of  most 
fluid  products  was  close  to  1962  levels.

SUMMARY 


Fluid  milk  prices  in  early  June  showed  mixed  trends  at  both  dealers '  buying 
and  consumer  levels ,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Fluid  use  prices  paid  by 
dealers  were  higher  in  five  markets  and  were  lower  in  one.    Home  delivery  quarts 
were  up  in  8  markets  and  down  in  5.    Price  changes  from  May  in  store  outlets  were 
as  follows:    quarts  —  higher  in  9  markets  and  lower  in  9;  half -gallons  — 
increased  in  13  markets  and  decreased  in  11;  and  gallons  —  higher  in  k  markets 
and  lower  in  13. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  about  16 0  markets  in  early 
June  averaged  $5.08  per  hundredweight  —  unchanged  from  May  but  3  cents  above 
June  1963.    Compared  with  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month,  the  June  price  is  k 
cents  lower.    By  regions ,  June  averages  are  about  the  same  as  May  in  5  of  the  9 
regions;  they  are  higher  in  2  regions  and  lower  in  2.    Compared  with  June  1963, 
the  average  this  month  is  higher  in  7  of  the  9  regions.     These  increases  range  from 
1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Regions  to  8  cents  in 
the  East  North  Central.    The  average  is  7  cents  per  hundredweight  greater  in  the 
West  South  Central,  6  cents  more  in  the  Mountain  and  up  5  cents  in  the  South 
Atlantic.    The  average  is  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier  in  New  England  and  the 
West  North  Central  States. 

The  average  early  June  price  paid  for  single  quarts  delivered  to  homes  in 
25  major  cities  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  was  27. h  cents  --  1  tenth 
of  a  cent  above  May  but  6-tenths  of  a  cent  higher  than  June  last  year.    The  average 
this  month  is  1.5  cents  higher  than  the  1958-62  average  for  June.    The  most  common 
grade  of  store  milk  sold  in  half -gallon  containers  averaged  U6.0  cents  in  early 
June.    This  is  1-tenth  of  a  cent  over  May,  7 -tenths  of  a  cent  greater  than  June 
1963,  and  1.1  cents  above  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month. 

April  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  7  State  and  77  Federal  order  areas 
were  up  2  percent  from  both  March  1961;  and  April  1963.    For  March,  average  daily 
sales  of  whole  milk  were  slightly  below  a  year  earlier.    March  daily  sales  of  skim 
milk  products  in  83  areas  were  down  2  percent  from  February  but  were  10  percent 
above  March  last  year.    Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  March 
were  down  I4.  percent  from  February  and  also  off  h  percent  from  March  1963.  March 
sales  of  cream  in  79  marketing  areas  were  up  2  percent  from  both  the  previous  month 
and  a  year  earlier.    Total  March  sales  of  fluid  products  in  82  areas,  on  a  daily 
average  basis,  were  down  I4.  percent  from  February  but  about  the  same  as  in  March 
1963.    April  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  6  State  and  82  Federal  order  areas 
were  up  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Average  daily  receipts  per  producer  were 
8  percent  greater  than  in  April  1963.

Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  New  England  in  early  June  averaged  $5.36  per 
hundredweight.    This  is  unchanged  from  both  the  previous  month,  and  June  of  last 
year.    All  New  England  area  Class  I  prices  reported  were  unchanged  from  the  pre- 
vious month  --  in  Vermont  they  are  not  currently  determined.    Springfield,  Mass. 
consumer  prices  were  unchanged  from  early  May  except  for  some  gallons  sold  out 
of  stores,  which  were  down  h  cents.    At  Worcester,  Mass.,  some  half -gallons  sold 
out  of  stores  were  3  cents  more  than  a  month  earlier.    Rhode  Island  single  quart 
home  delivery  prices  in  some  cases  were  J-  cent  lower  and  some  quarts  sold  out  of 
stores  were  down  1  cent.    Home  and  store  prices  in  all  other  markets  reporting 
were  the  same  as  in  early  May. 

Middle  Atlantic  Class  I  prices  in  early  June  averaged  $5.29  per  hundredweight 
—  1  cent  under  May  but  1  cent  over  June  1963.    The  New  York-New  Jersey  Federal 
order  Class  I  price  was  down  1  cent  per  hundredweight  but  all  other  dealers '  buy- 
ing prices  in  this  area  were  the  same  as  a  month  earlier.    Binghamton,  N.  Y.  out- 
of-store  quarts  were  in  some  cases  down  1  cent  and  half -gallons  3  to  7  cents  lower. 
In  the  New  York  Metropolitan  market,  some  single  quart  home  delivery  prices  were 
\  cent  lower  but  store  prices  were  close  to  May  levels.    Atlantic  City,  N.  J.  single 
quart  home  delivery  prices  were  off  \  cent.    Some  consumer  prices  in  Northern  New 
Jersey  were  \  cent  higher  for  home  delivered  quarts  while  some  out-of-store  quarts 
and  gallons  were  2  cents  per  unit  more.    Trenton,  N.  J.  store  half-gallons  were 
reported  2  cents  below  a  month  earlier.    Harrisburg,  Pa.  home  delivery  prices  were 
unchanged  but  some  out-of-store  quarts  were  up  a  cent  and  half-gallons  up  2  cents. 

In  the  East  North  Central  Region,  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  early  June 
averaged  per  hundredweight.    This  is  unchanged  from  May  but  8  cents  above 

June  a  year  ago.    Akron  and  Canton,  Ohio  store  gallons  were  down  k  cents,  but  at 
Cincinnati  some  out-of— tore  gallons  were  8  to  9  cents  below  early  May  prices. 
Cleveland,  Ohio  store  quarts  were  off  6  cents  in  some  outlets;  gallons  were  3  cents 
lower.    Alton,  111.  out-of-store  half -gallons  were  off  5  cents.    Chicago,  111. 
home  delivery  quarts  were  J-  cent  higher  in  some  cases  while  out-of-store  quarts 
advanced  \  cent.    Peoria,  111.  dealers'  buying  prices  are  not  currently  determined. 
However,  out-of-store  quarts  declined  1  cent  in  some  places  and  half-gallons  rose 
1  to  2  cents.    Rock  Island,  111.  home  delivery  prices  were  down  1  cent;  dealers' 
buying  prices  were  unchanged.    Springfield,  111.  home  delivery  prices  increased  1 
cent  in  some  cases,  but  some  out-of-store  quarts  were  3  cents  lower j  half -gallons 
were  from  h  cents  lower  to  9^  cents  higher  and  some  gallons  were  down  k  cents. 
Fluid  use  prices  have  not  been  reported.    At  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  some  home 
delivery  and  store  quarts  were  up  2  cents  while  changes  in  store  half-gallons 
ranged  from  1  cent  less  to  9  cents  more.    Milwaukee,  Wise,  out-of-store  half -gallons 
were  from  \  cent  lower  to  2|-  cents  higher  and  some  gallons  2  cents  more. 

Dealers  1  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  early  June  in  the  West  North 
Central  States  averaged  $U.09  per  hundredweight.    This  is  the  same  as  both  May  196U 
and  June  a  year  ago.    Burlington,  Iowa  dealers'  buying  prices  gained  28  cents  per 
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hundredweight  from  early  May;  single  quart  home  delivered  prices  were  in  some 
cases  1  cent  lower,  while  store  sales  of  quarts  were  from  1  cent  lower  to  2  cents 
higher.    In  Fargo-Moorehead,  N.  D.^Minn.,  out-of -store  quarts  were  in  some  cases 
down  k  cents,  half -gallons  declined  7  to  13  cents  and  gallons  were  off  11  to  25 
cents.    Aberdeen,  S.  D.  store  half -gallons  were  1  cent  higher  for  the  only  change 
in  the  market. 

Early  June  prices  of  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  the  South  Atlantic 
Region  averaged  $5.83  per  hundredweight  —  7  cents  over  May  and  5  cents  above  June 
1963.    Class  I  prices,  home  delivery  quart  and  store  half -gallon  prices  were  the 
same  as  May.    Store  quarts  were  k  to  9  cents  lower  and  store  gallons  were  down  10 
cents.    Class  I  prices  in  the  greater  Washington,  D.  C.  market  advanced  37  cents 
per  hundredweight;  other  prices  were  unchanged.    Half -gall on  store  prices  in 
Charleston,  S.  C.  were  hi  cents  higher  in  some  outlets  with  other  prices  in  the 
market  unchanged.    Savannah,  Ga.  Class  I  prices  were  the  same  as  May  while  home  and 
store  prices  dropped  5  cents  per  quart.    Jacksonville,  Fla.  Class  I  prices  were  12 
cents  per  hundredweight  lower;  home  and  store  prices  in  this  market  showed  mixed 
changes.    Lower  prices  for  store  sales  by  16  cents  for  half -gallons  and  21  cents 
for  gallons  were  the  only  price  changes  reported  for  Tampa,  Fla. 

East  South  Central  fluid  use  prices  in  early  June  averaged    $5.32  per  hundred- 
weight.   This  is  a  decrease  of  1  cent  from  May  but  3  cents  over  June  last  year. 
Chattanooga,  Term,  store  half -gallons  were  2  cents  higher  in  some  outlets  for  the 
only  change  in  this  market.    Half -gallons  were  1  to  3  cents  lower  in  Memphis  for 
the  only  important  change.    Nashville  half-gallons  sold  out  of  stores  were  1  cent 
less  for  the  only  reported  change  in  the  market. 

In  the  West  South  Central  Region,  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  early  June 
averaged  $5.31  per  hundredweight  —  unchanged  from  May  but  7  cents  higher  than  June 
a  year  ago.    Little  Rock  half -gallons  in  some  outlets  were  k  cents  under  May  for 
the  only  reported  change  in  prices.    In  some  Tulsa,  Okla.  stores,  half -gallons  were 
k  cents  lower  and  gallons  from  7  to  13  cents  under  May.    Austin,  Tex.  half -gallons 
sold  out  of  stores  declined  2  cents  for  the  only  reported  change.    A  downward  ad- 
justment of  store  prices  of  1  cent  per  half-gallon  in  some  outlets  was  reported  for 
Houston,  Tex.;  other  prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged. 

Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  Mountain  State  markets  averaged  $5.26  per  hundred 
weight.    This  averages  the  same  as  May  but  is  up  6  cents  from  June  a  year  ago. 
Store  quarts  were  up  a  cent  in  Pueblo,  Colo,  for  the  only  reported  change  in  prices 
Phoenix,  Ariz.  Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  were  practically  unchanged  from 
May.    Store  prices  advanced  9  cents  for  half -gallons  and  16  cents  for  gallons. 

In  markets  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  fluid  use  prices  in  early  June  averaged  $5.33 
per  hundredweight  —  2  cents  above  May  and  1  cent  higher  than  June  1963.    Class  I 
prices  in  Bremerton,  Wash,  advanced  22  cents  per  hundredweight.    Home  delivery 
prices  were  2  cents  per  quart  higher:    store  quarts  and  half -gallons  were  up  1  cent 
per  quart;  gallons  were  up  2  cents.    In  Everett  and  Seattle,  Wash.,  Class  I  prices 
were  also  up  22  cents  per  hundredweight.    Everett  prices  were  unchanged  to  about 
2  cents  higher.    Seattle  prices  showed  mixed  changes.

April  whole  milk  sales  up  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

April  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  7  State    and  77  Federal  Order 
areas  averaged  92.9  million  pounds  per  day,  up  2  percent  from  both  March  1964 
and  April  1963.    Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  for  the  first  4  months  of 
1964  were  2  percent  above  the  comparable  period  of  1963* 

March  whole  milk  sales  slightly  below  1963 

For  March,  average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  84  markets  were  down  4 
percent  from  February  and  slightly  below  a  year  earlier.    March  sales  were  be- 
low a  year  earlier  in  24  of  the  45  market  groupings,  higher  in  13,  but  about 
the  same  in  8  groups.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  March  whole  milk  sales  was 
3.54  percent,  compared  with  3. 55  percent  in  February  and  3«5^  percent  in 
March  1963. 

Skim  milk  sales  in  March  up  10  percent 

March  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  83  marketing  areas  were  down 
2  percent  from  February  but  10  percent  above  March  1963*    Skim  product  sales 
were  10  percent  or  more  above  a  year  earlier  in  18  of  the  44  groups  of  marketing 
areas.    Average  daily  sales  of  these  products  for  the  first  quarter  of  1964 
were  12  percent  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1963*    The  average 
milkfat  test  of  March  skim  product  sales  was  1.29  percent,  unchanged  from 
February  but  above  the  1.24  percent  average  in  March  1963* 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  down  in  March 

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  March  were  down  4  per- 
cent from  both  February  1964  and  March  1963»    Sales  of  mixtures  were  below  a 
year  earlier  in  27  of  the  40  groupings  for  which  data  are  available.    For  the 
first  quarter  of  1964,  daily  sales  of  mixtures  were  down  2  percent  from  a  year 
earlier.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  mixtures  sold  in  March  was  11.8  percent, 
down  slightly  from  the  11. 9  percent  in  February  and  the  same  as  in  March  1963* 

March  cream  sales  2  percent  above  year  earlier 

March  sales  of  cream  (daily  average  basis)  in  79  marketing  areas  were  up 
2  percent  from  both  February  1964  and  March  1963.    Part  of  the  increase  in 
March  cream  sales  over  a  year  earlier  may  have  resulted  from  Easter  falling  in 
March  this  year  and  in  April  last  year.    Sales  were  above  a  year  earlier  for 
26  of  the  4l  groups  of  marketing  areas.    For  the  first  quarter  of  1964,  average 
daily  cream  sales  were  slightly  below  a  year  earlier.    The  average  milkfat 
test  of  March  cream  sales  was  23 •  7  percent,  compared  with  23.2  percent  in 
February  and   23-4  percent  in  March  1963.

Total  fluid  sales  in  March  at  1963  level 

Total  March  sales  of  fluid  products  in  82  areas,  on  an  average  daily  basis,  were  down  1;  percent  from 
February  but  about  the  same  as  in  March  1963 .    Of  the  h3  groups  of  marketing  areas,  total  fluid  sales  were 
above  a  year  earlier  in  17  groups,  lower  in  16  but  unchanged  in  10.    Average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  items 
for  the  first  quarter  of  19614.  were  2  percent  above  the  corresponding  period  of  1963.    The  average  milkfat 
test  of  all  fluid  sales  in  March  was  3.59  percent,  unchanged  from  the  preceding  month  but  slightly  below  the 
average  of  3. 60  percent  for  March  1963. 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  up  2  percent 

April  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  6  State  and  82  Federal  order  marketing  areas  were  up  2  percent 
from  a  year  earlier.    Daily  receipts  per  producer  in  these  markets  averaged  951  pounds  in  April,  8  percent 
more  than  in  April  1963. 

May  milk  production  shows  little  change  from  1963 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  May  is  estimated  at  12,330  million  pounds.    This  is  slightly- 
higher  than  the  12,315  million  pounds  produced  in  May  last  year  and  nearly  equal  to  the  1958-62  average  for 
the  month.    On  a  daily  basis,  the  seasonal  increase  in  production  from  April  to  May  was  5  percent  compared 
with  6  percent  last  year  and  the  5-year  average  increase  of  8  percent .    May  milk  production  was  equivalent  to 
2.07  pounds  per  person  daily,  compared  with  2.10  pounds  in  May  1963. 
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
